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ADVANCED PRICES FOR ACETANI- 
LID. 


An unusual number of advances in 
the price of acetanilid the past month 
has drawn particular attention to this 
article, and excited inquiry as to the 
underlying causes for such sudden 
changes. There was known to be a 
convention of the manufacturers in the 
spring of 1895, but slack trade caused 
a break in June of that year, which car- 
ried the price from twenty-nine cents 
down to twenty-six cents, at which it 
remained until January 25 of the pres- 
ent year, when it was restored to the 
former figure, owing to an advance in 
the price of aniline oil, from which ace- 
tanilid is made. The crude article had 
been advancing for four months before 
the price of acetanilid was raised, but 
the policy of domestic makers of the 
last named product had been to keep 
the home market to themselves, and so 
long as they were receiving low-priced 
crude material on contract, they were 
content to keep the price down until 
conditions had so altered that it could 
be advanced without giving the foreign 
article an advantage. There was no 
change in the price until July 1, whena 
reduction of two cents occurred, owing 
to competition between domestic and 
imported, from which it was naturally 
assumed that the advance of three 
cents per pound January 25 was a little 
premature. No further change occurred 
until August 12, when the price for 
single barrels was advanced two cents 
to twenty-nine cents. Subsequent ad- 
vances followed each other at such reg- 
ular intervals as ‘to imply the existence 
of another convention, such as the one 
alluded to above, but there is no direct 
evidence to sustain such an assump- 
tion. Advances of two cents occurred 
on August 24, September 3 and 10, and 
lagt Wednesday, which makes the pres- 
ent price thirty-seven cents per pound 
in single barrels. The future of prices 
now appears to depend on the price of 
aniline oil. Importers of that product 
look for high prices to continue until 
next spring, when it is expected that an 
increase in the production of benzole, 
from which aniline oil is made, due to 
@ multiplication of plants in Europe, 
will cause a decline to the figures that 
tuled a year ago, before the increased 
demand for aniline blacks commenced 
to be felt. 


Allusion was made in these columns 
some weeks ago to a largely increased 
yield of lard, which was attributed to 
a change in the method of cutting hogs, 
and doubt was expressed on our part 
that any such percentage of increase as 
was stated, could be shown. While we 
recognized the fact that the yield nec- 
essarily changed as the demand for 
light or heavy cuts affected the trim- 
ming, we found at that time no 
warrant for an estimate of “60 to 100 
per cent. increase” on the former yield, 
as was stated by some of our corre- 
spondents. The latter, however, have 
since called our attention to additional 
facts and to features of the provision 
market which tend to confirm their 
views. While the average weight of 
hogs this year has not been much above 
240 pounds, which, under normal con- 
ditions, would mean less than 35 pounds 
of lard, the demand for short clear 
pork has been so light and the price 
so low that the packers have obtained 
not only better prices but quicker money 
by turning a larger share of these cuts 
into the lard tanks than was, probably, 
ever before disposed of in that direc- 
tion. These cuts include the back fat, 
which in many cases yields as high 
as 90 per cent, of lard. 

Much of this grade of pork has been 
sent to Germany in boxes, for curing, 
of late years, but this demand, as well 
as that from other export and domes- 
tic markets, has been very greatly cur- 
tailed this year, with the effect upon 
prices already indicated. This diversion 
of the product from its normal channels 
of consumption to the lard tank is 
claimed to explain the large increase 
in the supply of lard, and we are sat- 
isfied that it is the correct explanation. 
We are not prepared, however, to ac- 
cept fully the estimate of our well- 
informed contemporary, the Cincinnati 
Price Current, as to the yield of lard 
per hog, which it places this year at 
70 pounds, or quite double that of the 
average of the same weight of hog in 
the past twenty years, although it is 
confirmed by the statistics of some of 
the packers who usually cut a large 
proportion of short clear pork. How- 
ever this may be, there is an unpleas- 
ant prospect that the demand for short 
clear pork is likely to be light for some 
time to come, and that with hogs run- 
ning up to the current average weights 
the lard tank is likely to receive a 
larger share of the carcass than has 
been customary in past years. With 
lighter hogs, there would naturally be 
less trimming and less fat to go in this 
direction, but the more lard there is 
from the other parts, the more will be 
added from these fat cuts. 
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INCREASED USE AND PRODUCT- 
ION OF FULLER’S EARTH. 


The use of fuller’s earth, which for- 
merly had limited application in the 
cleansing of furs and cloth, has be- 
come an article of much importance in 
the manufacture of oils, the quantity 
now employed in filtering animal and 
vegetable oils and petroleum being 
far larger than in all other industrial 
processes. It is difficult to estimate the 
total consumption of this article in the 
United States, but as the imports exceed 
3,000 tons per year, and about 6,900 
tons were produced in this country 
during 1895, the total consumption is 
not far from 10,000 tons per annum. 
Formerly large quantities of animal 
charcoal were employed in filtering oils, 
and this has been displaced by the 
cheaper mineral product. The produc- 
tion of fuller’s earth in this country had 
its beginning but a few years since, and, 
as shown by the production of last year, 
the growth of its development has been 
rapid. It is not probable that the do- 
mestic product has displaced much of 
foreign origin, as the extension of its 
use for the purposes stated has been 
co-existent with the development of its 
production in this country. 

The imported fullers earth is mostly 
mined in Germany and England, al- 
though it is found in large quantities in 
other countries. The German appears 
to have had the preference here, and it 
was for a long time supposed that none 
of equal quality could be found here, as 
the earlier discoveries were of an in- 
ferior quality. It is found in Florida, 


South Dakota, Georgia and Virg nia, 
that mined in the two former States be- 
ing found best adapted to the oil re- 


finers’ use. The production in Florida 
has ‘been increased largely during the 
past few months, and some of the more 
important deposits are controlled by one 
of the largest consumers of this inter- 
esting material, and consequently none 
has come on the market from. that 
source. The South Dakota deposits are 
not mined extensively by reason of their 
remoteness, but in Georgia and Virginia 
developments are being prosecuted, and 
the production during the present year 
is expected to show a large increase.

LONDON DRUG CHANGES AND AL- 
LOWANCES. 


The fact that an attempt to reestab- 
lish the box and cartage charge will 
probably be made at the coming meet- 
ing of the N. W. D. A., and the re- 
peated agitation of this subject in the 
drug trade here, lend peculiar interest 
to the charges attendant on the sale of 
drugs in the London market. Few con- 
cerns outside of those which have sold 
or purchased drugs in that market at 
the public auctions are familiar with 
the excessive charges which appear in 
each “account sales,” and which have 
led many of our merchants to buy or 
sell in London on a e. i, f. basis. By 
transacting their business in this man- 
ner they are not bothered with numer- 
ous petty charges, but it is only at 
private sales that this practice is pos- 
sible. If goods are consigned from 
here, for sale at the public auctions, or 
are purchased at the auctions for ship- 
ment to this country there is a long 
list of charges. Every small service 
has its attendant fee, and from the na- 
ture of some charges, it is suggested by 
merchants here that the custom of 
many years’ standing of making certain 
fixed charges ig rigidly adhered to 
rather than that any actual service has 
been rendered. London “account sales” 
are very amusing to an American mer- 
chant. We have seen a number of 
them from which we have learned that 
it costs 5 per cent, to sell senega root 
at the public auctions, 10 per cent. 
balsam copaiba, per cent. pep- 
permint oil in bottles, and from 
5 to 20 per cent. on the average to sell 
goods in that market, depending some- 
what on whether the goods are bulky 
and how long they are stored before 
being sold. On one lot of fifty cases 
of aloes, which realized £35 18s. 1d., the 
charges amounted to 20 per cent. On 
an invoice of two cases of asafoetida, 
which realized £16 8d., the charges 
were 40 per cent., made up of discount, 
custom house and bill of lading, freight, 
London clause, landing, housing, sam- 
pling, showing, reweighing, landing 
certificate, rent, coopering, erasing 
marks, delivery, wharfage and ship- 
ping charges, public sale charges, con- 
sular certificate, brokerage, fire insur- 
ance, stamps and “petties.” To some of 
these charges no exception could be 
made, but the most of them appear 
ridiculous. That nothing may be over- 
looked it is the custom of some of the 
older banking firms to charge postage 
and petties every six months, which 
has been known actually to include the 
cost of the stationery employed in 
transacting regular business. We 
have in mind an instance where the 
charge for such purposes was 6s. 64d., 
when but three letters were written in 
six months. The most absurd charge 
is that of “trett,”” which means an 
extra allowance for any possible loss, 
and is four pounds off every 104 
pounds net weight. It is applied to 
peppermint oil in bottles, which, as 
every one knows, has a fixed weight 
per bottle, from which there can be 
no loss by evaporation or which is not 
clearly apparent. 

If the merchants of London persist 
in maintaining this antiquated system 
of doing business, which has been in 
vogue for about 200 years, having been 
established by the City Companies, the 
time is not far distant when the 
world’s metropolis will lose trade in 
consequence. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the trade of Continental cities has 
largely increased that of London shows 
no decrease, owing to an expansion of 
the world’s commerce, but other cities 
are making large bids for the trade 
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which London has menepolized, and 
the latter city will have te look te her 
laurels if she desires to retain it. Ham- 
burg offers excellent facilities for the 
economical handling of drugs. Every 
six or seven blocks there is a canal, 
which permits of the transfer of mer- 
chandise from the steamer to the 
warehouse for about fifty cents per ton. 
It is probable that scarcely any modi- 
fication of the present system may be 
looked for until the loss of trade be 
gins to be felt. Early in 1895, when 
large quantities of a high-priced artl- 
cle, ipecac, were shipped to Continental 
cities instead of to London, owing to 
the excessive charges in vogue there, @ 
meeting of all interests was held in the 
latter city, which resulted in the 
abolition of trett only, a proposition to 
abolish this charge on all drugs hav- 
ing been promptly voted down. Of 
course, the box and cartage charge 
here, which is applicable mainly to 
goods that have to be repacked, dif- 
fers essentially from the class of 
charges imposed by Londoar custom, but 
there is an analogy in the fact that it 
is not included in the price of the goods, 
and is subject to the same objections on 
the part of the buyer that is raised 
against any other charge, which com- 
plicates his calculations as to the cost 
ot merchandise. 
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SHORT WELGHT AND MEASURE IN 
PAINTS AND OLLS. 

The circulars of the London Chamber 
of Commerce, referring to the falsifica- 
tion of labels on white lead in the Brit- 
ish markets, which were published in 
the Reporter last week, have attracted 
attention to the subject here, with the 
result of bringing to our notice numer- 
ous instances of similar deceptions prac- 
ticed in the paint trade. Not that this 
branch of trade is worse than others, 
but it probably affords as ready an op- 
portunity as any of them for the undis- 
turbed pursuance of illegitimate prac- 
tices. There are so few established 
standards, and so little attention is 
given by buyers to those that might be 
enforced, that the confidence operator 
has a fertile field for his operations. 
Custom has decreed that white lead in 
less than 100-pound packages, and the 
color dry or in oil, which are mostly 
sold in pound tins, shall be sold at 
gross weight, while the gross weight of 
100 lbs. of white lead in a keg is under- 
stood to be 105 lbs. When the gross 
weight is fully up to the customary 
standard, it is difficult to detect deceit, 
if any exist, because it is almost impos- 
sible to exactly tare a package which 
has contained any of the paints in oil. 
But it is at least possible for the buyer 
to test gross weights, and in so doing, 
unless his purchases are made from 
houses whose intentions are not only 
honest, but are carefully carried out, he 
is liable to find a variation in weights 
that will usually be against him. Our 
attention has, within the past week, 
been called to instances of pound cans 
of colors, the gross weight of which 
fell considerably short of sixteen ounces, 
and of packages of lead which were at 
least 3 per cent under the accepted 
standard of weight. A _ similar defi- 
ciency in the out-turn of so-called “‘gal- 
lons” of mixed paint is also recorded 
by a careful investigator. In view of 
the quality of some of the compounds 
branded as mixed paint, however, it is 
a debatable question whether the man 
who gives the smallest quantity isn’t 
the most righteous. The marking up 
of weights on linseed oil has been re- 
peatedly exposed against a certain class 
of dealers, and there is probably no 
line of goods upon which buyers could 
more profitably verify quantities than 
the entire list of barreled oils, turpen- 
tine and alcohol. There is no reputable 
manufacturer or dealer who will object 
to having his weights or gauges veri- 
fied, and where goods have passed 
through various hands it is but fair 
alike to buyer and seller that the cor- 
rectness of all marks should be estab- 
lished. . During the last few years the 
pressure exerted by all classes of buyers 
to depress values upon every kind of 
merchandise, and their indifference to 
the maintenance of standards, has of- 
fered great encouragement to those 
from whom they buy to make price the 
one consideration, and there is every

The Committee on Light of the City 
Council of Richmond, Va., have award- 
ed the contract for furnishing oil to the 
city for the next twelve months, 
amounting to about 18,000 barrels, to 
Harwood Bros., at $4.47 per hundred 
gallons. 

The tug Brilliant, belonging to the 
Standard Oil Company, was serious- 
ly damaged in a collision with the 
steamer Mohawk of the Central Ver- 
mont Railroad line, in the East River, 
last week. She was prevented from 
sinking by other tugs, and towed to 
Brooklyn for repairs. 


The Spragg & Co. well on the May- 
field farm, near Conway, Tyler County, 
was the subject most carefully watched 
and generally discussed. After care- 
fully collecting all the facts pertaining 
to this strike, it cannot be said that 
there is any occasion for alarm, as it 
is not at all likely, basing an opinion 
on the ‘Mayfield well, that a new ficod 
of oil will come from that quarter. 


The new 100-foot well on the Duthil 
farm, northeast of Duff City, is giving a 
greater impetus to new work than any 
other late strike. There is one well 
drilling and six new rigs building in 
that immediate locality, The original 
well is holding up at 100 barrels a day, 
and it is the opinion of a number of 
practical operators that a creditable 
pool of 100-foot oil will be developed. 


Lower southwest operators are start- 
ing the drill with a good deal of earnest- 
ness, and the indications at this time 
point to renewed activity in not only 
some of the old developments, but many 
of those of recent discovery. Of the 
jatter class the territory near Benwood, 
Monroe County, takes the lead with new 
work, but the Livingston development 
in Pleasants County, southwest of 
Wick, is a close second. 


On Middle Island Creek quite a good 
deal of new work is starting in the Cow 
run sand territory, near the Barnsdall 
well, on the Thorn farm. The wells 
that have been completed are not large, 
but the small outlay necessary to oper- 
rate the territory makes it a desirable 
place to drill. ‘the depth at which the 
oil is reached is iitthe more than TUU 
feet, and the operator is not kept long 
in suspense, for he knows in about a 
week from the time he starts to drill 
whether he has a producer or a duster, 


The French bark Alice and Isabelle, 
which sailed from Philadelphia on Sept. 
4 for Sables de Olonnes, France, with 
a cargo of crude petroleum in bulk, put 
back to the Delaware Breakwater last 
Monday in distress. On the fourth day 
out, about 25U miles southeast of Cape 
Henlopen, she was struck by a hurri- 
cane, in which she nearly foundered. 
For eighteen hours she drifted before 
the gale on her beam ends. During the 


storm one of the sailors had one leg 
broken, while another had both legs 


broken. The vessel’s safety is due to a 
peculiar cause. During the storm large 
quantities of the oil leaked overboard. 
The seas began to break as soon as they 
met the oil, and by the time they 
reached the vessel had lost their force. 
All around the vessel, excepting where 
the oil had rifted, the seas were run- 
ning higher than the bark’s foreyard, 
while in the immediate vicinity of the 
disabled craft the water was compara- 
tively smooth, 4 ak 
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of dullness that ex- 
tended over the midsummer months, 
activity has been renewed, and new 
work is starting in many localities, giv- 
ing promise of swelling field work toa 
considerable extent. The most work 
for the present is starting in the vi- 
cinity of Hebron, near the Tyler and 
Pleasants county line. It is estimated 
that fifteen or twenty new wells will 
be drilling before the middle of the 
coming month. If all the locations 
made should be drilled, it is more than 
likely the number of wells mentioned 
will be doubled. 

One of the largest sales of oil pro- 
ducing territory in West Virginia that 
has taken place for some time was 
made last week at Parkersburg. The 
Snyder Oil Company, one of the first 
companies to get into the Waverly shal- 
low field, sold its lease of 135 acres, on 
the Edgar and James farms, on which 
there are thirteen producing wells with 
a daily output of 100 barrels, to Dr. 
Waterhouse. The price paid was $30,- 
000, and is considered a good one, as 
the Snyder people have already cleared 
a fortune from the production. On the 
Edgar Sharp lease is located the first 
well that reached the sand in the Wav- 
erly field. 

Three unfortunate laborers were se- 
riously injured and disfigured for life 
on Monday night by the sudden’ ex- 
plosion of gas generated in an empty 
still in the yard of the Standard Oil 
Company on Constable Hook, N. J. The 
victims were part of a gang of laborers 
sent to assist several boilermakers in 
the work of repairing a leaky still in 
the paraffine department of the works. 
Preparatory to having the tank re- 
paired the explosive contents were 
drawn off two days previously. It was 
consequently supposed that all the ac- 
cumulated gas had escaped from the 
still. Such, however, was not the case, 
and the result was the second serious 
explosion within a year in the plant.

For instance, the Orange 
township, Hancock County, oil is so 
effectually mixed with water that can- 
not be detected as it is taken from the 
Wells, that there is quite a loss in its 


settlement. Take a quart bottle full 
from the first well you meet in that 
section and place it where it will be- 


come thoroughly heated and about one- 
tenth of the base will be found to be 
salt water. ‘This is a characteristic 
of the Orange township field alone, 
however. In the new section of Eagle 
township, east of Orange, the oil, in 
the crude state, is as pure as any in the 
State of Ohio, not excepting that of 
Gibs« nburg.

Interpreting the Decision in the Park 
Suits. 

Counsel for the John D. Park & Sons 
Company and for the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association had a hear- 
ing before Judge Russell in the Su- 
preme Court on Thursday last for the 
settlement of an order drawn from the 
Judge’s recent decision. The order 
drawn by the counsel for the plaintiff 
was, nowever, objected to by the op- 
posing counsel, and not accepted by the 
Court. It sought to restrict the free- 
Com of the defendants to obtain or 
disseminate information concerning the 
plaintiff’s business, to cases involving 
actual agreements entered into by the 
plaintiff. Inasmuch as there are no such 
agreements, nor is there likely to be 
any with the leading proprietors, the 
injunction under such an order would 
be almost as sweeping as the original 
one granted by Judge Truax, and would 
be altogether contrary to the plain 
terms of Judge Russell’s decision. New 
orders will be submitted by counsel at 
a later date.

The Little Rock (Ark.) Gazette is one 
of the numerous newspapers which be- 
lieve that the N. W. D. A. is a veri- 
table “drug trust,’’ whose baneful influ- 
ence extends even into the chamber of 
the sick. Here is what it has to say 
concerning the late decision: 

“The National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, known otherwise as the 
drug trust, has been hard hit by the 
New York Supreme Ccurt. The trust 
was formed for the purpose of mutual 
benefit and protection, which means 
that sky-high prices are charged for 
drugs and medicines, and if retail deal- 
ers cut these prices they can get tio 
more goods. John Park & Sons of New 
York sold drugs and proprietary medi- 
cines at lower prices than those 
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tated by the trust, and the combination 


thereupon ordered the firm from which 
Park secured his goods to quit selling 
to him. * * * Justice Russell’s deci- 
sion will be received with favor by the 
public, who know only too well the ex- 
tortion practiced by the drug 
Uniform prices are charged for every 
patent medicine, and these prices are 
exorbitant. The cost of every drug 
and medicine is excessive, and the re- 
tail druggist must charge these prices 
because the trust controls the drug sup- 
ply and he must pay what it dictates. 
The New York World investigated the 
drug business several years ago, and 
the disclosures that were made 
astounding. A prescription was_ se- 
erred from a prominent physician, and 
was filled at a dozen different drug 
stores in the city. The cost of the 
drugs used in the medicine was about 
three cents, yet the representatives of 
the World who had the prescription 
filled paid amounts varying from 40 
cents to $1.25. This plainly shows the 
enormous profit of the trust, ::nd as this 
money is taken largely from people who 
can ill afford the expense, it is easily 
seen what great injury is done to the 
poor by this illegal trade combination,”

Free Alcohol Matters, 
Washington, Sept. 25, 1806. 


The machinery of the Department of 
Justice is being oiled up for the grind- 
ing out of the test free alcohol cases. 
This assurance is given by Assistant 
Attorney Binney, who has just returned 
to Washington from a month's vacation 
and who will now have charge of these 
cases until they are brought to trial. 
The Court of Claims wil!l meet for the 
Fall term on Oct. 18, and the large 
amount of unfinished business remain- 
ing to be disposed of will doubtless oc- 
cupy the court’s time for five or six 
weeks. When the court adjourned a 
large number of cases remained unde- 
cided, while several important matters 
were still in course of argument. Fol- 
Jjowing the usual custom also, the court 
wiil dispose of a large number of mo- 
tions to be made in the opening days 
of the term, so that there is little pros- 
pect that any new case of the import- 
ance of the alcohol cases can be taken 
up before Dec. 1.

learned that Senator Platt has practl- 
cally completed’ the draft of a bill 
which will be recommended by the re- 
port of the joint committee. The meas- 
ure will be more elaborate than any of 
the bills heretofore introduced, but will 
be far simpler than any of the foreign 
which the committee has exam- 
ined. Further details cannot be given 
at this time, but it can be stated that 
Mr. Platt’s bill will include a very large 
proportion of the industries employing 
aleohol, and promises to prove accept- 
able to the trade generally. 

An interesting feature of the coming 
meeting of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association will be the pre- 


sentation of an elaborate report upon 
the status of the free alcohol contro- 
versy, prepared by Mr. Edward H. 


Hance, chairman of the Committee on 
Legislation. Mr, Hance will describe 
the efforts that have been made by his 
committee during the past year to se- 
cure desired action at the hands of 
both legislative and executive branches 
of the Government, and will point with 
satisfaction to the recognition of the 
free alcohol interest secured in the ap- 
pointment of Senator Platt’s joint com- 
mittee. The report will deprecate the 
adoption by the committee of a meas- 
ure embracing the complicated methods 
of certain foreign countries, or the 
general system of methylation, which 
it will be claimed will not serve the 
purposes of pharmacy. Mr. Hance will 
suggest that the general rebate plan, as 
indicated by section 61, would seem to 
point the way to the more practical 
and least offensive administration, in 
order to grant the benefits of free alco- 
hol to manufacturers of medicinal 
products. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hance’s report will 
recommend that the association declare 
its unchanged opinion of the benefits 
that would accrue to medicine and the 
arts through the use of free alcohol, 
and will suggest the adoption of the 
following resolutions: 

“Resolved, That the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association maintains 
its position in favor of free alcohol for 
medicine and the arts, 

“That it approves of the efforts in 
that cause that have been exerted by 
the past Committee on Legislation, and 
recommends the committee of the com- 
ing year to exert all possible influence 
toward securing free alcohol for medi- 
cine and the arts under such adminis- 
tration as will afford its benefits to the 


small 
larger. 

“Resolved, That between the two sys- 
tems—that which provides for the pay- 
ment of rebate, or that which provides 
for the delivery of alcohol free of tax 
to the manufacturer under bond—the 
former, or rebated taxed alcohol, is the 
preferable, as being better adapted to 
the large majority of manufacturers, 
while at the same time it can be ad- 
ministered with safety to the revenues 
of the Treasury.”

MM. Paul Prot & Co., proprietors of 
the well-known perfumery house, Lubin, 
of Paris. have recently brought an ac- 
tion at Lyons against a M. Claudius 
Lubin, of Lyons, who had extensively 
advertised such articles as Lubin 
cream, Lubin soap, Lubin veloutine, ete. 
MM. Prot & Co. claimed that the é@e- 
fendant should use his surname on his 
labels and prospectuses only on the con- 
dition of its being preceded by his first 
name, “Claudius,” printed in the same 
characters as the surname. The Lyons 
Tribunal of Commerce rejected this 
claim on the ground that Lubin of Paris 
was only known as a maker of toilet 
water, and had only commenced the 
manufacture of other articles of ver- 
fumery at a comparatively recent date, 
MM. Prot & Co. carried tne case to the 
Court of Appeal. Their counsel, in nis 
opening speech, traced the history of the 
plaintiffs’ firm. He showed that M. 
Felix Prot (father of the present nro- 
prietor) had been apprenticed to M. Lu- 
bin in 1824. Among documents of inter- 
est, he produced a patent, dated 1821, 
appointing M. Lubin perfumer to the 
King of England. Letters were read 
from the French Court, dated 1845 and 
1856, containing orders for soap and 
perfumery. Catalogues and bill heads 
dating from the commencement of the 
century were also shown, giving a list 
of the articles of perfumery made by. 
the firm, with prices. It was also shown 
that Claudius Lubin had taken prein- 
ises in Paris, apparently with a view of 
creating a confusion between his name 
and the plaintiffs’. Judgment was given 
or the plaintiffs, with costs, the defend- 
ant being’ prohibted in future fram 
using his surname in connection with 
articles of perfumery, except when pre- 
ceded by the name “Claudims” and im- 
mediately followed by hig ful] address 
at Lyons, "

The demand is showing a steady in- 
crease as the season for Fall consump- 
tion advances. While manufacturers 
are receiving few new orders they find 
that there is a more urg¢ent demand for 
shipments of deliveries on old con- 
tracts, which indicates that stocks are 
moving more freely into consumption. 
The growing sentiment that the pres- 
ent financial policy of the United States 
Government will not be affected by the 
result of the forthcoming election is In- 
ducing buyers to send in orders that 
they have been withholding during the 
period of uncertainty that prevailed in 
the earlier part of the cainpaign. There 
have been no quotab'e changes anj- 
where along the line except in the prices 
of foreign lead products, which are all 
higher for early arrival, in sympathy 
with reports from the primary market. 
While other conditions are more favor- 
able, collections are repurtel to be ex- 
tremely slow. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—A better feeling is 
noticeable around the trade not only 
in this pigment, but in other branches 
of the paint trade as well, The pleas- 
ant weather, which is favorable to out- 
door work, no doubt is the chief cause, 
though the almost certainty of an un- 
disturbed financial policy has much to 
do with it. While there are no large 
transactions to record in lead in oil, 
the consuming demand is daily on the 
increase, and is taking up a consider- 
able quantity of surplus stocks. Deal- 
ers who until recently were scarcely 
taking any goods, except in a retail 
way, find a steady inflow of orders, 
which compels them to keep an extra 
amount of stocks on hand to meet the 


wants of their regular trade. Hence, 
while new business is searce, the in- 
crease of regular contract deliveries 


gives an active appearance to general 
trade. The advance in linseed oil has 
stimulated the demand for dry lead 
from grinders, who see in this advance 
a forerunner of higher prices for oil, 
even though the lead schedule remains 
unchanged. Several ,ots of dry lead 
have been taken up at regular prices, 
though agents for some Western makes 
are offering at less figures, and by way 
of inducing grinders to ‘“‘rush in their 
orders,” throw in a “charming chromo.” 
The advance abroad in foreign makes 
of lead in oil has for the moment cur- 
tailed what little demand there was 
for this grade of goods, except in a re- 
tail way, Several orders for round 
lots to come forward before the close 
of navigation have been turned down, 
and, at the price named, buyers have 
been able to supply their wants with 
domestic at more advantageous figures. 
Old established brands of foreign lead 
in oil are selling in a retail way at 6% 
@7c., and others not so well known 
are procurable at 6@6\4c., as to brand 
and size of the order. As yet domes- 
tic corroders have made no change in 
their list prices, though some of the 
Western corroders, who have surplus 


stocks on hand, are naming low fig- 
ures for round lots in exchange for 
ready cash. For the present the Na- 
tional Lead Company continues to

With 
few exceptions buyers are generally 
supplying their wants with domestic. 
German makes for arrival are now 
quoted at 53%@5%c., and for spot job- 
bing parcels 544@5%c. is named, as to 
the size of the order. English is held 
at about the same figures for arrival, 
but from second hands spot parcels are 
procurable at prices ranging from 54@ 
5léc., as to brand and quantity. 

LITHARGE.—The starting up of 
many of the rubber factories, which 
have been idie for some months past, 
and the possibility of the glass works 
lighting their fires after the turn of the 
month have caused quite an inflow of 
orders. Whilethese deliveries are gener- 
ally upon held-back contracts, there 
has, however, been a fair amount of 
new business, which so far is in excess 
of last season for the same period. The 
sales comprise 50 tons of domestic at 
44@4%c. for ordinary grades, as to 
quantity and delivery point, less the 
usual discount. English fiass rHakérn’ 
grades are held firm at 6%@7c. for ex- 
tra, and — for ordinary gradés, 
as to make and size of the order. 

ORANGE MINERAL:—In sympathy 
with a stronger foreign market, the 
price for French for arrival has been 
advanced, and now held at 85%c., spot 
parcels, however, remain unchanged at 
9c. There is a good demand, with 
sales reported of 27 casks within the 
range. German makes at the moment 
are held above buyers’ views, who are 
ible to supply their immediate wants 
from second hands at a lower figure 
than agents are asking for forward de- 
livery, for which 64@6%c. is now 
asked. Spot parcels are selling in a 
small way at 6%@7c., as to brand and 
size of the order. Domestic, while un- 
changed as regards values, there is, 
however, more inquiry and makers for 
the present are selling only in a lim- 
ited way at 64%@6%c., as to quantity, 
less the usual discount. 

PIG LEAD.-—The market during the 
latter part of the week eased off some- 
what under free offerings by speculators 
closing at 2.75@2.S80c. for common, and 
2.80@2.85c. for refined. The St. Louis 
market has been sGmewhat irregular, 


sales having been made early in the 
week at 2.55¢c:., 2.52%c: and 2.50c.,

ZINCS.—The advance in linséed oil 
has stimulated trading to some ex- 
tent, as many grinders wh0d have been 
slow about taking up their contract 
deliveries have been drawing freely 
upon them during the week. From all 
sections of the country reports come 
in of better prospects of a good Fall 
trade, and grinders are only anticipat- 
ing this inflow of orders.

The 
demand improves slowly, and we hear 
of nothing but small jobbing sales. 
Nominal quotations at present are 52@

Prices keep firm 
enough, however, because it is now al- 
most certain that no glass will be made 
here before November, the’ earliest 
date for firing any of the furnaces be- 
ing fixed for the latter part of October. 
At the present rate of consumption 
there is enough of glass to last until 
then and longer, for, though stocks in 
some manufacturers’ hands are consid- 
erably broken, there is enough in the 
aggregate to fill out orders satisfactor- 
ily for a couple of months to come, and 
the Indiana factories particularly are 
reported to have a large surplus yet.

History and Names of Rhamnus Pur- 


shiana (Cascara Sagrada).* 
BY J. U. LLOYD. 


Im @ paper contributed to New 
Preparations,{ Oct. 15, 1877, p. 8, the 
late Dr. J. H. Bundy, an eclectic puay- 
gwician of Colusa, Cal., recommended 
cascara sagrada as a valuable remedy 
in the treatment of constipation. ‘This 
notice was by means of a brief note 
that was part of a paper on Berberis 
Aquifolium, Dr. Bundy promising, 
however, to give it turtner attention, 
as follows: 

“It is not my purpose to treat on cas- 


cara sagrada in this paper, but using 
it in connection with the berberis, 1 
simply make mention of it. in the 


future | will introduce this drug to the 
profession.” 

This, so far as the writer can deter- 
mine, was the first reference concern- 
ing this remedy in pharmaceutical or 
medical print. Agreeably to promise, 
in January, 1878,§ Dr. bundy contriv- 
uted a paper on the subject of cascara 
sagrada, in which he gave the uses otf 
fluid extract of cascara sagrada, lol- 
lowing this came many papers from 
Dr. Bundy and other physicians, twen- 
ty contributions on the subject being 
printed in New Preparations, 187s, to 


which journal, with few exceptions, 
the subject was confined during 15<.4 
and 18/8. Dr. Bundy stated in his 


paper (187S( that: “A description of the 
cascara Il am unable to give at this 
time; but suffice it to say that it is a 
shrub, and in due time its botanical 
name will be known.’’ He negiected, 
however, to concern’ himself further 
in the matter. 

In the Fall of 1878, Dr. C. H. Adair 
of Colusa, Cal., a partner of Dr. Bundy, 
sent the writer specimens of the bark 
and botanical specimens of the tree 
yielding it. These, on identification by 
Mr. Curtis G. Lloyd, proved to be 
Rhamnus purshiana. This fact was 
announced in a paper on “Some Speci- 
mens of Western Plants,” presented 
at the meeting of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association held in Atlanta, 
Ga., November, 1878 (Proceedings, 1879, 
p. 707), and completed the drug’s his- 
tory. i 
Names.—Dr. Bundy supplied the drug 
under the Spanish name, cascara sag- 
rada, which name is said to have been 
in local use throughout some sections 
of California, and soon came to be the 
common name of the drug. It will 
surely dominate all others as long as 
the drug is in use. The Anglicized 
name, sacred bark, has also been ap- 
plied to the drug, and the Scriptural 
term, Chittim bark, was also employed 
in early days in some parts of Cali- 
fornia; but these last names are now 
obsolete, 

Summary.—To Dr. J. H. Bundy, Co- 
lusa, Cal., 1877, is due the credit of in- 
shiana (cascara sagrada) to the medi- 
troducing the bark of ‘Rhamnus pur- 
ial profession.

Plants may 
be also reproduced by cuttings, and in 
this way they bear crops earlier than 
when they are raised from seed. 

The ground should be broken up by 
good tillage, and holes dug at dis- 
tances of six or seven feet, the extra 
foot between the lines increasing the 


facilities for weeding and harvesting 


the crops, Those distances will allow 
forty-two square feet of surface to each 


plant, and will enable 1,037 plants to 


be cultivated on every acre. The 
ground must be kept weeded, and 
stakes or trellises will have to be ar- 
ranged for the vines to climb over, The 
plant grows something like the com- 
mon yam, and it requires similar treat- 
mens, 

The cultivation will give a_ return 
in from two to three years, and the 
roots may be harvested every year after 
the first crop is gathered. The roots 
are carefully dug up and cut off near 
to the stock, which is then molded up 
with surface soil. Fresh roots will 
soon spring out, and they will grow 
rapidly. The roots after being dug up 
are freed from adhering earthy parti- 
cles, and sometimes to clean them prop- 
erly it is necessary to wash them in 
water. They are then dried in the sun, 
and afterward tied up in bundles and 
packed in bales for export. 

The first crop is said to yield as much 
as 20 pounds of dried roots per plant. 

The Indians who grow it usually 
plant sarsaparilla at about twenty 
feet apart with other crops. 
The vines are trained to stakes 
and trellises. The crop is reaped in 
about 2% years from the time of plant- 
ing. When prices are high the gross 
returns on sarsaparilla cultivation are 
very great. The market for this product 
is, however, very limited, For export it 
is usual to tie up the roots in bundles 
about 1 foot or 18 inches long and 
weighing from 12 to 20 pounds each, 
and these bundles are packed in bales 
weighing from 80 to 100 pounds or 
more, 

The British Pharmacopoeia contains 
the following description of the drug: 

“Jamaica Sarsaparilla.—The dried 
root of Smilax officinalis, Native of Cen- 
tral America, imported from Jamaica. 

“Roots not thicker than a goose quill, 
generally many feet in length, reddish 
brown, covered with rootlets and folded 
in bundles about 18 inches long, scent- 
less, taste mucilaginous, feebly bitter, 
faintly acid.”

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| Testing the Purity of Otto of Rose. 


BY R. JEDERMAN. 


The commercial methods applied for 
testing otto of rose may be roughly 
classed as that of ascertaining the 
specific gravity, index of refraction, 
treezing point, etc., of a sample, and 
comparing it with a standard type 
sample of supposed pure otto, and that 
of ascertaining the behavior toward cer- 
tain chemical reagents. But in both 
cases the data are mostly founded upon 
observation much out of date, and part- 
ly made by means of insufficient ma- 
terial, with the result that they have 
never been confirmed by newer scientific 
investigations, and cannot claim to hold 
good entirely in view of the alterations 
that have, in course of time, been in- 
troduced into the methods of otto dis- 
tillation. These innovations have in 
many respects altered the properties of 
the commercial product, as compared 
with that of former years. 

An inaugural dissertation, entitled 
“The Chemical Testing of German and 
Turkish Otto of Rose,” published as re- 
cently as 1891, by C. U. Eckart, Bres- 
lau, gives much information on the 
chemical constitution of the oil, but 
makes no mention of the very impor- 
tant ways of testing used in large busi- 
ness centers, though these tests are 
deserving particular attention. The rea- 
son why practical chemists so seldom 
extend their investigations to otto are, 
firstly, the high price of the article, and, 
secondly, the difficulty of procuring, 
without knowing the proper source of 
supply, absolutely pure otto, But, wher- 
ever the indispensable conditions are 
fulfilled—viz., where the investigating 
chemist has at his command samples 
from all parts of the growing districts— 
the tests of the product of a given dis- 
tillation period, undertaken every suc- 
ceeding year with scientific accuracy, 
leaq to the inevitable conclusion that 
the data published up to the present in 
pharmacopoeias, compendia, pamphlets 
or periodicals on the nature of otto are 
widely different and mutually contradlc- 
tory in regard to physical behavior and 
reactions under the influence of certain 
chemical reagents. Indeed, such great 
differences are then observed that, on 
the strength of many years’ experience, 
it may be declared as a truism that 
most data giving so-called tests for 
pure otto are not only inaccurate, but 
often absolutely falst. Therefore tests 
carried out by the Pharmacopoeia and 
general handbook methods must lead 
to grave mistakes respecting the otto 
submitted for examination. I may here 
refer to a method of testing, the inac- 
curacy of which ought to be exposed in 
its true light, because of its widespread 
application in an important and exten- 
sive consuming country—namely, the 
method set forth in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. This method is in sub- 
stance only a modification of the sul- 
phuric-acid test recommended by Her- 
mann Hager in his “Commentary on 
the German Pharmacopoeia,” differing 
from it only in the proportion of quan- 
tities of the substances applied. I have 
already, on a former occasion, taken the 
opportunity (Fresenius’ Journal fur 
Analytische Chemie, 1895, page 51) of 
calling attention to the insufficiency of 
the latter method, which does not per- 
mit a sound judgment to be formed. 
Equally unreliable as Hager’s sulphuric 
acid test is also the one embodied in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia. 
While, according to Hager, five drops 
of the otto should give, with 25 drops 
of pure concentrated sulphuric acid, a 
brown-red liquid, said to be clearly 
soluhle in 10 c. c. of 0.810 alcohol, the 
United States Pharmacopoela prescribes 
the treatment of 5 drops of otto with 
only 5 drops of sulphuric acid, and the 
subsequent solution of the mixture in 
2c. c¢, alcohol. This mixture may be 
muddy, though it must not show a yel- 
low, or even a brown, tint. After in- 
numerable tests made on really pure 
otto, partly at the place of distillation, 
and extending over several years, I now 
declare it to be absolutely certain that 
only an infinitesimal fraction of the 
samples tested by the methods given 
above answered the claims of those 
tests, notwithstanding the fact that the 
samples were representative of all lo- 
calities of the rose-producing country. 
And a large number of distillations car- 
ried on this year by way of trial under 
strictly personal supervision in different 
localities, for the purpose of corroborat- 
ing the observation made, only con- 
firmed it afresh. As the purity of the 
tested ottos was beyond doubt, the rea- 
son for this variation in the chemical 
behavior could only be sought in ex- 
terior factors connected with the pro- 
duction of the otto; and, indeed, a close 
observation of the treatment of the dis- 
tillation matter easily led to the detec-

phenomenon, 

It is a well-known fact that the yield 
of the crop depends, in the first place, 
upon the temperature prevailing at the 
time of the distillation of the flowers. 
The rose trees may, before the com- 
mencement of the distillation, by their 
excellent appearance and abundance of» 
buds, give rise to highly favorable ex- 
pectations; yet such hopes in regard to 
both quantity and quality of the yield 
will be fulfilled only if cool weather, 
tempered by frequent moderate show- 
ers, favors a gradual unfolding of the 
rosebuds, thus affording the possibility 
of disposing daily of the newly opened 
blossoms gathered that same morning. 

During this year’s distillation time 
particularly favorable conditions of 
temperature coincided with such an un- 
usually rich development of blcssoms as 
has seldom been witnessed; hence the 
labor available was far from sufficient 


to cope with the output of flowers at a 


rate of speed commensurate with the 
run of a normal distillation. Now, in 
order that the extraordinarily large 
quantities of blossom thus gathered 


should not get spoiled and prove value- 


less (of course they do not bear stor- 
ing), the peasants felt compelled to stuff 
the stills with one and a half to twice 
as much- material as is usually sub- 


jected to distillation at a single charge. 


Although by this means the yield of 


flowers was turned to the best account, 
the resinous substances which are al- 
ways,

As 
a mixture of geranium and sulphuric 
acid, when dissolved in alcohol, also 
creates great cloudiness, the same be- 
havior of the said small particles of 
resin constitutes a danger of genuine, 
pure otto being suspected of adultera- 
tion with oil of geranium. Hence the 
sulphuric-acid test by itself (i. e., with- 
out minute regard to other vital char- 
acteristics) is not a trustworthy one. 
Any change in the distillation process 
caused by particular influences of tem- 
perature, also brings about changes in 
the purely physical properties of the 
otto, its stearoptene-content, in par- 
ticular, being thereby influenced. This, 
in turn, affects the sp. gr., freezing point 
and rotary power. Accordingly, such 
changes in the treatment of rose flow- 
ers, though apparently quite secondary 
in importance, may be the reason that 
the generally accepted characteristics 
of pure otto are not always reliable. 
For this reason it must also be distinct- 
ly stated that not so much stress 
should be laid on the freezing point as 
is done now. The significance attached 
to the freezing point rests on the as- 
sumption that otto of a high freezing 
point is very rich in stearoptene, and 
can be less easily adulterated with non- 
freezing oil of geranium than an otto 
with a low freezing point. In accord- 
ance with this view, widely diffused 
among consumers, wholesale mer- 
chants mostly pay a higher price for 
oil of high freezing point than for a 
low freezing oil, no matter how fine an 
odor the latter may have; this makes 
it easy to explain why the Bulgarian 
peasant has a reason of his own for 
producing otto as rich as possible in 
stearoptene, a process which is in many 
instances carried out at the expense of 
excellence and sweetness of aroma. 
Otto rich in stearoptene, however, 
serves the interests of the consumer in 
appearance alone, since’ pure stear- 
optene is a completely odorless body, 
and, as such, a valueless part of the 
otto. The vehicle of the odor is the 
elaeoptene or rhodinol alone, and the 
less stearoptene there is in an ott 
used for manufacturing purposes the 
better, for the richer must be the re- 
sults obtained. The manufacturer's in- 
terest, therefore, clashes with the idea 
of buying at a high price high freezing 
otto containing a great quantity of 
odorless matter in the form of stear- 
optene. The freezing point of genuine 
ottos, however, does not vary within 
the compass of 14.5 to 16 degrees R., as 
is generally stated in text books, as 
well as in revorts of otto merchants, 
but ranges both above and below these 
figures, according to the peculiar cir- 
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cumstances which have prevailed dur- 
ing distillation time. 

But far more important than the 
freezing point is the exact determina- 
tion of the rotatory power. True, this is 
not always uniform in pure otto; but, 
making allowance of trifling oscilla- 
tions, it can, by means of Wild’s im- 
proved polaristrobometer, be fixed at 
an average of 43 degrees 30 minutes 
at 24 degrees R. (equal 30 degrees C.). 
Now, since the medium chiefly used in 
the adulteration of otto—namely, East 
Indian oil of geranium—gives, under 
the same conditions, an average re- 
fractive power of only 41 degrees 30 
minutes, the difference between the be- 
havior of these two substances affords 
a possibility of detecting even small ad- 
mixtures of the adulterating medium, 
provided a careful watch be kept, and 
a strict observance of the given tem-

Commercial Fertilizers. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued No. 44 of the 
series of Farmers’ Bulletins, which is de- 
voted to commercial fertilizers, their 
composition and use. The parts of com- 
mercial interest we reproduce below: 


NITROGEN, 


Nitrogen is the most expensive of the 
three essential fertilizing elements. It 
exists in three distinct forms, viz., as 
organic matter, as ammonia, and as ni- 
trate. 

Organic nitrogen exists in combina- 
tion with other elements either as veg- 
etable or animal matter. In fact, all 
plants and animals contain nitrogen in 
this form, and the relative value of the 
various substances as sources of nitro- 
gen depends upon their content of it 
and upon the character of the substance 
and its treatment. All materials con- 
taining organic nitrogen are valuable in 
proportion to their rapidity of decay or 
change, because decay and change of 
form must take place before the ni- 
trogen can serve as food, In some cases 





the decay is longer delayed than in 
others. The material may be hard and 
dense, or it may have been treated for 
the express purpose of preventing de- 
cay, or it may be assoviated with other 
substances that resist the agents which 
effect decay. Thus organic nitrogen dif- 
fers in availability, not only according 
to the kind of material which supplies 
it, but upon the treatment it receives. 


The most abundant supplies of nitro- 
gen occur in organic forms. The most 
valuable sources of organic nitrogen, 
from the standpoints of uniformity in 
composition, richness in the constitu- 
ent, and availability, are dried blood, 
dried meat, or azotine, ang concentrated 
tankage, which are produced in large 
quantities in slaughterhouses and ren- 
dering establishments; dried fish, refuse 
from fish oi] and canning establish- 
ments; and cottonseed meal, the resi- 
due of the cottonseed after the oil has 
been extracted. These vary somewhat 
in composition, but within compara- 
tively narrow limits (see table, p. 25.) 
They are all rich in nitrogen, ana decay 
rapidly when the conditions are favor- 
able, and are very useful in cases where 
rapid and continuous feeding of the 
plant with nitrogen is desirable. 


These products, while valued princi- 
pally as sources of nitrogen, also fur- 
nish more or less phosphoric acid, the 
dried blood and meat showing the least 
and the fish the greatest amount. 
Other nitrogenous materials which are 
less desirable are leather meal, horn 
and hoof meal, woul waste, felt waste 
and similar products. These contain, as 
a rule, a high content of nitrogen, but 
they are so very slow to decay that it 
is doubtful whether their use in their 
original form is advisable when forms 
of known value are available at 
reasonable prices. Where the object is 
gradually to increase the fertility of 
the soil rather than to secure immediate 
returns, they may become useful. 
Farmers frequently have access to local 
supplies at a slight cost, the chief ex- 
pense being the labor of carting and 
distributing, in which case they are 
worth considering. 


Nitrogen as ammonia exists in com- 
mercial manure products in the form of 
sulphate of ammonia, chlorid of am- 
monia, ete., and is more readily avail- 
able than organic forms. It is one of 
the first products that results from the 
decay of organic substances. 


Nitrogen in the form of ammonia is 
obtained almost entirely from sulphate 
of ammonia, which is one of the most 
concentrated materials from which ni- 
trogen is obtained for fertilizing pur- 
poses, the commercial product contain- 
ing on the average 20 per cent. of ni- 
trogen. As already indicated, ammonia 
is one of the first products in the decay 
of organic substances, and this, to- 
gether with the fact of its concentra- 
tion, makes the sulphate an extremely 
valuable form of nitrogen. While it is 
extremely soluble in water, it is not 
readily removed from the soil by leach- 
ing, except in the absence of growing 
plants, since it is readily absorbed by 
organic and other compounds of the 
soil. 

Nitrogen as nitrate exists in commer- 
cial products as nitrate of soda, ni- 
trate of potash, etc. These, like the 
ammonia compounds, are extremely gol- 
uble, and the nitrogen contained in them 
is readily available as food for plants. 
The nitrogen in this form is directly 
and immediately available, no further 
changes being necessary. 

The chief source of nitrogen ag ni- 
trate ig nitrate of soda. This salt is 
rich in nitrogen, showing on the aver- 
age 16 per cent., and is quite uniform 
in composition. It is completely soluble 
in water, diffuses readily throughout 
the soil, and differs from the ammonia 
compounds in forming no insoluble com- 
pounds with soil constituents. It is, 
therefore, liable to be washed out of 
the sojl if applied in too large quan- 
tities or when there is an absence 
of vegetation. Plants that derive 
their nitrogen from the soil secure it 
chiefly in the form of a nitrate; hence 
nitrate of soda is one of the most di- 
rectly useful of the nitrogenous ma- 
terials. 

As already explained, nitrogen in or- 
ganic forms is changed into ammonia 
by the decay or rotting of the  sub- 
stance. Ammonia, while it may nour- 
ish plants directly, is usually changed 
into a nitrate, in which form it is taken 
up by the plant. An application of 
nitrogen as nitrates may be completely 
used by the plant in a very short time; 
as ammonia or organic matter it may 
be partially or wholly used in the 
course of a season, depending upon 
whether the conditions are favorable 
for causing the changes that must 
take place. 
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PHOSPHORIC ACID. 


Phosphoric acid is derived from ma- 
terials called phosphates, in which it 
may exist in combination with lime, 
iron or alumina as phosphates of lime, 
iron or alumina. Phosphate of lime, 
however, is the form most largely used 
as a source of phosphoric acid. Phos- 
phoric acid occurs in fertilizers in three 
forms: That soluble in water and read- 
ily taken up by plants; that insoluble 
in water, but still readily used by 
plants, also known as “reverted;” and 
that soluble only in strong acids, and 
consequently very slowly used by the 
plant. The soluble and “reverted” to- 
gether constitute the “available” phos- 
Phoric acid. The phosphoric acid in 
natural or untreated phosphates is in- 
soluble in water, and not readily avail- 
able to plants; that is, the rate of avail- 
ability depends largely upon the rapid- 
ity with which the substance rots or 
decays, and the rate of decay again 
depends upon the character of the sub- 
Stunce with which the phosphate is as- 
sociated. If it is combined with organic 
substance, as in animal bone, the rate 
of decay is more rapid than if with 
purely mineral substances. The insolu- 
ble phosphates are converted into gol- 
uble forms by treatment with strong 
acids, as explained later. Such prod- 
ucts are known as acid phosphates or 
superphosphates. 

Bone, in its various forms, is the only 
one of the insoluble phosphates that is 
now used directly upon the soil, or 
Without other change than is accom- 
plished by mechanical action or grind- 
ing. The terms used to indicate the 
character of the bones have reference 
rather to their mechanical form than 
to the relative availability of the phos- 
phoric acid contained in them. The 
terms “raw bone,” “fine bone,” “boiled 
and steamed bone,” etc., are used to in- 
dicate methods of preparation, and in- 
asmuch as bone is a material which is 
useful largely in proportion to its rate 
of decay, its fineness has an important 
bearing upon availability, since the 
finer the bone the mwre surface is ex- 
posed for the action of those forces 
which cause decay or solution, and the 
quicker will the constituents become 
available. In the process of boiling or 
Steaming, not only is bone made finer, 
but its physical character in other re- 
spects is also changed, the particles, 
whether fine or coarse, being made soft 
and crumbly rather than dense or hard; 
hence it is more likely to act quickly 
than if the same degree of fineness be 
obtained by simple grinding. The 
phosphoric acid in fine steamed bone 
may all become available in one or two 
years, while the coarser fatty raw bone 
sometimes resists final decay for three 
or four years, or even longer. Bone, 
however, contains considerable nitro- 
gen, a fact which should be remem- 
bered in its use, particularly if used in 
comparison with other phosphatic ma- 


terials which do not contain this ele- 
ment, 
Pure raw bone contains on an aver- 


age 22 per cent. of phosphoric acid and 
4 per cent. of nitrogen. By steaming 
or boiling, a portion of the organic 
substance containing nitrogen is ex- 
tracted, which has the effect of propor- 
tionately increasing the phosphoric acid 
in the product; hence a steamed bone 
may contain as high as 28 per cent. of 
phosphoric acid and as low as 1 per 
cent. of nitrogen. Steamed bone is usu- 
ally, therefore, much richer in phos- 
phoric acid than raw bone. 

Tankage is a bone product which, as 
a rule, contains more nitrogen than 
bone proper. It is also more variab’* 
in its composition, depending upon tne 
Proportions of bone and meat used in 
its preparation. It is not’ so largely 
used as a direct fertilizer as bone. 

Other phosphates derived from bone, 
as boneblack, bone ash, etc., are but 
little used directly as sources of phos- 
phoric acid; for, while they are derived 
from organic sources, the treatment 
which they have received, besides de- 
priving them of their nitrogen. causes 
them to be a much less valuable source 
of phosphoric acid than the various 
forms of bone already discussed. In 
both cases the organic substances which 
show the greater tendency to decay 
have oeen removed—in the case of 
boneblack by heating the bone in air- 
tight vessels, and in bone ash by burn- 
ing in the open air.

LINSEED.—The advance in seed at 
Chicago brought western crushers to- 
gether at the close of last week, with a 
result of raising their nominal quotation 
to 27c, which was followed by another 
advance of 1c on Monday. There is some 
doubt expressed as to whether the pres- 


ent figure, 28c¢ there, represents their 
close selling price for carload, but 
it is certainly a fact that they 
have ceased to be a_ disturbing 


element in this market and their advance 
of le here, which was met by a corre- 
sponding rise on the part of city crushers, 
is fully maintained. The advance brought 
in a good many buyers who had held out 
under the previously existing conditions, 
evidently anticipating still lower prices, 
and it is apparent that many of them had 
overrated the importance of the low quo- 
tations which were made from time to 
time by one or two crushers, The position 
of seed is regarded as very favorable to a 
materia! advance with any improvement 
in the demand for oil. and crushers con- 
tinue indisposed to speculate on contracts 
for oil, excepting so far as they can be 
eovered, The consuming demand for oil 
has been better, and altogether the tone 
of the market is steady at 32@33c for 
city domestic and 380@3le for Western 
with a possibility that carload lots of the 
latter might still be picked up at 296 
prompt cash. 


COTTONSEED crude—The improve- 


ment in laid, tallow and other soap 
greases has given quite an impetus to the 
demand, especially from the Western 
soap kettles, which have been free 


buyers of round lots for October and 
later delivery. They being able to 
obtain advantageous freight rates, 
have taken considerable Texas crude 
at 141¢ up to 15c, and in the valley 
16@17c has been paid. Several small 
lots of new crude have been sold from 
dock here at 21}¢c. The scarcity of seed 
along the Atlantic States has strength- 
ened the views of the mills, and while 153¢¢ 
has been paid for several single tanks, an 
order for 2,000 bbls choice was turned 
down at 16c. It is claimed that while the 
receipts of seed may be small on the At- 
lantic there is plenty to be had if the 
mills will raise the price, thus preventing 
the planters from using it for fertilizing. 
It is also claimed that at $10 per ton at 
stations, plenty of seed would be forth 
coming. This probably is an extreme 
view, for it is well known that the crop 
this season un the Atlanticis, or will be, 
much below last season. There is no 


shortage in Texas or the Valley, 
the seed coming in there insuring 
an average erush in those sections 


where the bulk of the oil will be made this 
season. The sales reported comprise 
100 bbls prime new crude at 211ge, 15 
tanks Texas crude for the west at 14%ce, 
5 tanks, do. at 15c, 60 bbls prime at 214¢c, 
6000 bbls new valley crude for the soap 
trade at 16c loose, 10 tanks Texas for the 
west at 14%c, 5 tanks do. at 15c, 
2 tanks Atlantic crude at 151, 
1 tank do. at 16c, 3 tanks Texas 
at 143¢c loose and 60 bbis_ soap 
stock at 3c. The market closes strong 
at 21144@22c for barrels here. Texas

REFINED. — The atmosphere on 
’change during the latter part of the week 
was one of pretty well defined bullishness. 
With the jump in wheat and the advance 
in lard an improvement in cotton oil is 
now almost a practical possibility. It was 
but a little while ago that even the friends 
of cotton oil meekly admitted that what- 
ever improvement tallow and lard were 
capable of, cotton oil would have to waita 
good long time before the wave of ad- 
vance in values would reach it. Now 
there appears to be a change of sentiment 
and it is admitted that cotton oil could 
not suffer the same precentage of decline 
as lard without putting a serious 
check upon the marketing and crush- 
ing of seed in the Atlantic states. 
As for actual business reported that has 
not undergone any important change. 
Near the close of the week several large 
purchases were made by exporters, but 
to all appearances to cover short sales 
and the total volume done was but 
poorly distributed. Foreign buyers are 
‘* figuring,” but are as yet slow in con- 
tracting largely, yet Jate reports from 
Europe are favorable and seem to point 
to a good demand for vil in the course of 
the next few months. Another note- 
worthy feature is that the market shows 
signs of purchases by operators, who 
are anticipating the future. These 
purchases ca: now undoubtedly be 
made on more favorable terms 
than later on, when the trade with Eu- 
rope will be more generally in the mar- 
ket. The purchases referred to are not 
likely to cut much of a figure or cause 
much excitement, as they are apparently 
only in anticipation of the demand 
from European consumers. We may 
therefore see dull and temporarily even 
easy markets, although underneath the 
current is towards a better condition 
of affairs. Early in the week some new 
oil which had come to hand with in- 
structions to sell from dock and thus 
avoid storing expenses, was sold at 
what might be considered a low figure 
for the reason that the home trade was 
not in need of stocks, and the scarcity 
of freight room prevented exporters from 
taking advantage of this state of affairs, 
the oil being sold at 23c. Later when it 
was known an extra steamer would be 
put on for Hamburg, considerable busi- 
ness was done in nearly prime and prime 
yellow at 2344@23i;c. The West have 
been buyers, Chicago alone having taken 
some 2,000 bbls at full figures or a shade 
over those paid last week, Winter yellow is 
also doing better, while butter oil is at a 
stand still at the moment, Ata shade 
under 25c a large business no doubt could 
be done in white oil, but with the price 
asked for crude and summer yellow, re- 
finers are not free sellers even at 25c or 
251¢c. The market closes steady at 24c 
for summer yellow with 23}¢c bid. 
off yellow at 231¢c, winter yeilow at 29¢ 
and white oil ut 25@25i¢c. The sales in 
addition to those mentioned above come 
prise 200 bbls summer yellow at 2334¢,700 
bbis new yellow on dock at 2%c, 1,200 bbls 
extra choice yellow at 24c, 1,250 bbls sum- 
mer yellow, October delivery, for export

MENHADEN.—The fish ofl reported 
arrived from the Pacific Coast last 
week has not been sold, and in view of 
the fact that sales of menhaden have 
been made at lower figures the holders 
will have to modify their views hefore 
getting rid of the oil, which is said to 
be of good quality. Sales have heen 
made of 1,500 barrels prime crude at 
17c.. and one lot of about 200 barrels 
at about the same figure. The assocta- 
tion sti'l quote at 18c¢., but report no 
sales, and are making deliveries on the 
export contract.

BLACK.—No improvement is reported 
in the demand, but inquiries for 25@

cooler weather of the past week. Prices 
remain unchanged, with 8c. as the 
lowest for 25@30 ec. t. 

CYLINDER STOCKS.—The business 
doing is said to be considerably below 
the average, and no large lots are be- 
ing called for. There have been no 
large sales reported, and the offerings 
of outside lots, if any, have been sub 
rosa. We repeat previous quotations. 

NEUTRAL.—A fair jobbing business 
is reported, but for large lots there is 
no inquiry. Prices remain about steady.

PARAFFINE. — Little has been 
heard of outside lots during the past 
week, as the prices local dealers are 
willing to pay are so low that manu- 
facturers find it more advantageous to 
sell their goods in other markets. There 
is a moderate jobbing demand, princi- 
pally for red, which is supplied at pre- 
vious quotations. 


SPINDLE.—No further improvement 
is reported in the demand; in fact, there 
has ‘been a lull, which, it is thought, 
will prove anly temporary. Prices re- 
main steady, especially for the better 
grades, 

Oil Cake, Meal, Xc. 

The scarcity of freight room has prac- 
tically stopped business in cake for ex- 
port, and although the foreign markets 
have advanced to a point nearly covering 
the increased freight rates, this market is 
depressed somewhat and prices are about 
50e per ton below those of last week. 
There was a sale of 100 tons western for 
export early in the week at $16. but 
$15.50 would be accepted at the close 
and the same may be quoted for any 
city that is offering. Fancy state 
is nominally held at $16, but without 
transaction. The advance in seed would 
be felt in cake if exporters could make 
freight engagements, and the present 
weakness indicates nothing but the nom- 
inal position of prices due to inactivity. 
A little business in cotton seed cake and 
meal is reported from the southern ports, 
at full prices. 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Ete. 


PARAFFINE WAX.—The demand 
for export has been restricted by the 
high rates demanded for ocean freights, 
but there are buyers in the market 
willing to pay 2.90c. for 24@26 m. p., 
but the lowest limit of manufacturers 
appears to be 3c. This price shippers 
would probably pay for wax in barrels 
but for the high freight rates. The 
shipments have been quite heavy of 
late, but they are deliveries on old con- 
tracts and at freight rates contracted 
on a lower basis. A feature of the ex- 
port trade is the increased proportion 
of wax shipped in barrels instead of 
cases and bags, as formerly. This is 
due to the searcity of barrels on the 
other side. The principal holders con- 
tinue to quote crude at 3i4c. for 117 m. 
p., and 3%c. for 124@126 m. p._ Re- 
fined is steady and in moderate request 
at 5c. for 115@120 m. p.; 5i%4c. for 125 
m, p.; 6%4c. for 130 m. p.; Te. for 135 m. 
p, and 10c for 140 m. p. 

LARD.—It has been a_ speculative 
market largely this week, attended 
with more manipulation than for some 
time past, with a substantial advance 
in prices. All of the options at the 
close of Thursday’s market had shown 
a gain from the latest of the previous 
week of 27 to 30 points. This was fol- 
lowed on Friday by a reaction of 74@ 
10 points. The rising tendency had 
been largely in sympathy with grain, 
with which it reacted. But the packers 
were buying in most cases to cover 
short contracts. The upward move- 
ment tended to further indifference on 
the part of exporters, who had been a 
good deal restrained by the condition of 
the ocean freight market, and brought 
the cash trading almost to a stand- 
still. Nevertheless, the outward move- 
ment of the product from the West is 
large and is steadily diminishing the 
large stock, notwithstanding the liberal 
outputs for the period of the year by 
reason of larger hog supplies than 
had been expected. About 40,000 tes. 
lard have gone out of Chicago during 
the last seven weeks. The market did 
not have solid support, however, but 
was looked upon more as an effort of 
the packers to take advantage of any 
outside excitement to bolster prices, 
and the closing showed the tendency 
on the part of the packers, especially 
to put out January as freely as possible, 
while the countrymen were becoming 
more cautious, although they had been 
buying rather extensively in the early 
part of the week. New York refiners 
have had rather more business in re- 
fined, but have been taking October 
deliveries of steam against them and 
neglecting the cash product. 

The cash price for Western steam is, 
at the close, nominally 4.10; though it 
had been held up to 4.17%. Neutral 
lard, which had been bought extensive- 
ly for the Dutch markets. and fully 7,- 
000 tes. taken here and at the West 
within four weeks, has also become 
quiet, partly by reason of the difficulty 
in getting ocean freight room, but also 
on account of the higher prices held 
in sympathy with the speculative spurt 
in the general market. Its prices are 


now very irregular, ranging from 4% 
@5 here and 4% the inside at the West, 
or, where the packers have little to of- 


fer, asking the outside rate, while 
where a little accommodation is held 
the inside price would be accepted. 

There has teen cortinueé activity in 
low-grade lard, or qualities a little 
above the price of grease, on steady 
Fall wants of the French markets, and 
additional sales have been made of 
3,500 tcs., with the trade counting upon 
steady requirements from that source 
of consumption in the event of prices 
keeping close to the current basis, 
since it will keep in steady attention 
of the soap trade there. 

City steam has moved upward stead- 
ily, from 3.55 to 3.75c., and 700 tierces 
have been taken within that range, 
closing at 3.70@3.75c., while iron 
bound for Cuba has sold at 4.10@4.15c. 
for 250 tierces. 

But refined has been remarkably dull 
for this month’s delivery, although ex- 
porters have been more favorably in- 
clined to it for October delivery, and 
have taken 2,500 tierces latterly. More 
business has also been done with near- 
er countries, not only in this, but in 
the compound, which has also had a 
freer home demand, and at prices to 
correspond with the advance in steam. 
Continent refined closed at 4.40c. asked 
and South American at 4.75c., while 
compound was advanced from 3% to 
sie. as the inside price, and other lots 
were selling at 4@4%%c., the watter for 
jobbing quantities, less option of 
steam, closed at 4.10c. 

TALLOW.—The indications given in 
our previous report of continued buoy- 
ancy in this market have been fully 
justified by the week’s developments. 
The clear summing up of the Western 
business in. the previous week, which 
pointed to practically exhausted stocks 
in first hands at all.of the principal 
markets there, and the necessity of the 
soap trade taking a good deal of the 
stock that had been bought previously 
by exporters, which the latter were 
willing to resell by reason of their se- 
curing a profit of 4c., promised the 
rather excited condition of affairs which 
has existed since. This was also in 
part brought about by the consequent 
turning of Western demand upon this 
market. We gave the sales in our 
previous report at the West, princi- 
pally, of course, at Chicago and Kan- 
sas City, as 7,500 tierces altogether. 

It would be rarely possible to secure 
that amount at one time from packers’ 
hands, and the fact that one Southwest 
soap concern took most of it led to the 
anxiety of other soap consumers to get 
a supply, while in their bidding the 
price was further forced up. Thus, 
where sales had been made in the pre- 
vious week of prime packers in tierces 
at Chicago at 3%@3%, and including 
3,25 tierces of the quantity then 
quoted at 3%, this week there have 
been sales of 2,000 tierces prime pack- 
ers at 3%, and the close showed that 
price bid for more, but only straggling 
lots of small quantities now to be had, 
although, of course, there is a steady 
full production there, and the near fu- 
ture may show an accumulation to de 
pend upon demands for continued con- 
fidence in values. But just now the 
Western consumers are not satisfied 
over their holdings; notwithstanding 
the liberal quantities they have taken, 
they realize in part that the leading 
Southwest soap concern had got most 
of the supplies and had left them to 
look around to some extent in other 
markets; therefore, they have sent or- 
ders to New York to buy city in hhds. 
and other packages. Early in the week 
it was reported they had secured 500 
hhds, here at 3%, but it turned out 
that this lot, although bought by a 
Western broker, will be shipped to 
Liverpool; but, with their market now 
at an advance, they have intimated 
that they would pay more money. But 
no city in hhds, can now be bought here 
under 3%, while 3 5-16 is bid and 3% 
would probably be paid. 

The melters say if you offer 314 out- 
right we will sell, but we will not give 
refusals at this price on the condition 
of the Western markets, their supposed 
wants and well-recognized small sup- 
plies. There had been other sales of 
city, in hhds., early in the week here 
at 3\4c., including 300 hhds. for France, 
while an English shipper took 100 
hhds, also at 3%4c., and the usual con- 
tract deliveries for Thursday went in 
at 3%4c. for 200 hhds., making this 
business for the week 1,100 hhds. city, 
and more than absorbing the week’s 
production, which is now about 850 
hhds., or an increase of 100 hhds., to 
reducing held stocks about 250 hhds., 
and making the accumulations here 
only slightly exceeding 2,000 hhds. 
And this holding is mainly by one 
house, as any little surplus that had 
been made by one other prominent 
melter had been cleaned up by the 
new business, together with his current 
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week’s production. The other melters 
generally have been selling right along 
and are not carrying supplies from old 
makes. Had ocean freight been in nor- 
mal condition and the tallow shipped 
out of the West that had been destined 
for France, the suddenly awakened 
active home demands would have pro- 
duced even more excitement. Never- 
theless there is a good, healthy ring 
to the situation, although there are 
possibly more country made lots in 
limited quantities on offer on the part 
of some melters who feel like securing 
the benefit of the better position. 

But England is higher and offers the 
inside rate of the week, where before 
it had neglected the market; its ad- 
vance at the auction sale there on 
Wednesday was 6d., and its offerings 
closely sold. The Continental markets 
also are getting in better shape, but 
cannot be active buyers here despite 
the fact that they took one lot of 50U 
hhds. this week, until freight room of- 
fers accommodation more freely. While 
there is no promise of this at once, 
with offerings in a liberal way 
not this side of the latter part of 
October, whatever tramp or other 
tonnage may be induced to this coun- 
try by the high rates promises to 
change the current. Country-made 
grades have been placed here to the 
extent of 550,000 pounds, at 3%@3% 
for good and prime, with some es- 
pecially desirable lots a little higher, 
or to 34@38%, and for France at the 
3% price, all packages free; there were 
about 200,000 pounds common in tes. 
sold at 34@3%, and 3UU tes. strictly 
prime at 8%#@3%. The edible grade 
has been on offer at 3% for out of town, 
but it is quite difficult to buy city un- 
der 4c., and, indeed, sales have been 
made in a small way at 4c., although 
mostly at 3%, with 350 tcs. sold at 3%, 
and 400 tes. out of town at 3%4. Be- 
yond question, some of the manufac- 
turers are getting supplies of edible on 
old contracts sufficient for their mod- 
erate use as low-as 34% But the of- 
ferings of this edible grade are not 
large, while it is expected that the Con- 
tinent markets will resume buying 
when freight rates are modified through 
the increased offering of room. In Chi- 
cago there have been sales of 200,000 
pounds good No. 2 at 3. 


STEARINE.—Along with the brisk- 
ness and strength in tallow came its 
associated fat producer, the oleo-stear- 
ine. But additional influences were 
working in favor of stearine. Reports 
from the Dutch markets were of a fur- 
ther rise in oleo oil to 34@38 florins. 
the latest sales at 36 florins, and where 
larger sales had taken place of the oil 
in consideration of more activity in the 
butterine product, and where the desire 
had been to make some accumulations 
in view of the stronger turn in genuine 
fat products from the recent low prices. 
The increased value of the oil has led to 
a freer make of the stearine, while the 
pressers feel a good deal encouraged 
over the improved prospects of the 
products generally. Besides, there is 
more fat on offer, and tallow is also in- 
creasing in outputs, while its quality is 
improving with the cooler weather. But 
the pressers nere have not as yet made 
liberal accumulations of stearine; in- 
deed, they can offer in most cases only 
moderate quantities, and by reason of 
the fact that they are making deliver- 
ies steadiiy to the lard refiners, 

The West, however, has a very fair 
surplus to offer, direct from pressers’ 
hands, while if the present scarcity of 
ocean freight room continues much 
longer, with its high rates, the trade 
expect that some of the lots which had 
been bought for export may come upon 
the market. Nevertheless, Chicago was 
getting a little feverish at one time in 
the week, so had sold at 44%@4\\c., to 
tanners and exporters, to the extent of 
450,000 pounds, of which 300,000 at 
4\4c.; afterward 350,000 pounds at 436c. 
and 25,000 pounds at 4%c., after which 
it began to talk 4%4c.; however, at the 
close it had settled to 444c. Again, St. 
Louis, after selling at 4%4c. for 150,- 
Q0U pounds, reached a 414c, price. But 
New York has not been able to sell 
over 444@4%c., and marketed only 235,- 
000 pounds at 4%c. and 200,000 pounds 
at 44c., closing with sellers at 4%c., 
and the lard refiners willing to pay 
44c., but no export demand here and 
little at the West, by reason of the for- 
eign markets not fully responding to 
the strength here, while further 
checked by the advance on freights. 

In lard stearine there has been little 
done. Sales of 60,000 pounds Western 
at 444c. and 75,000 pounds city on pri- 
vate terms, with 4544@4%c. quoted nom- 
inally for city at the close, while West- 
ern is held at 4%c. 

GREASE.—This has been another 
busy week with the sellers of grease. 
They find the home trade, more ea- 


pecially a leading Western packer, a 
prompt buyer, taking up all that is left 
over, where exporters may have diffi- 
culty in getting freight room, yet a 
fair business has been done as well] for 
the French markets, and at slightly 
higher rates. There have been 3,500 
tes, taken at the West at 244@2'4c. for 
brown, chiefly at 24%4c., 2%@2\4c. for 
ap 25%4@2%4c. for loose, chiefly at 
2%4c., including a line of Summer white 

2 80c., while at New York anything 
on cme is taken for export,

LINSEED OIL.—The situation can 
scarcely be called as favorable to sellers 
in some respects as it was a week ago. 
Raw oil is still quoted at 25c. in car 
lots, but buyers seem to have supplied 
their immediate wants, and crushers 
do not take kindly to suggestions to 
sell forward deliveries at current prices, 
particularly in view of an appreciation 
in flaxseed. 

FLAXSEED.—The daily postings 
showed only a moderate movement, as 
compared with either last week or the 
corresponding period of last year. RKe- 
ceipts declined 198,162 bushels (+4 per 
cent.), and shipments, 444,882 bushels 
(about 76 per cent.). The cause of the 
latter is probably to be found in a fall- 
ing off in the export demand, which 
seems to be a logical sequitur from ad- 
vancing prices for seed and a still fur- 
ther appreciation in ocean freights. The 
utficial figures for the respective pe- 
riods above indicated are given in the 
subjoined table:

Arrivals lave 
per cent., but this circumstance is at- 
tributed to cold rains in the North- 
west, and it is said that a revival may 
be expected with the advent of more 
favorable weather. Inspections in for 
the past week have aggregated but 459 
cars, distributed (as to grade) as fol- 
lows: Of No, 1, Northwestern, 202 cars; 
of No. 1, 147 cars; of rejected, 15, and 
of no grade, 115 cars. This is against 
689 cars last week, and 80) the week 
before that. As regards quality, the 
proportion of lower grade seed remains 
substantially unchanged—about 15 per 
cent. The shrinkage in the outward 
movement, while pronounced, has not 
equalled the decrease in arrivals. The 
official figures show 330,697 bushels (all 
of No. 1, Northwestern or of No. 1) to 
have veen inspected out, while 5,760 
bushels have been either “billed 
through” or shipped not subject to re- 
inspection, total withdrawals footing up 
875,457 bushels, as against 404,444 
bushels last week. Trading in cash 
seed has been fairly brisk, although the 
volume of business on ‘Change fell off 
@ little. 

Reported sales on the floor foot up 
268 cars and 12,000 bushels of con- 
tract grades (No. 1 Northwestern and 
No. 1), 18 cars of rejected and 7 cars 
of no grade. The upward tendency of 
prices was pronounced all through the 
week. Contract grades opened at 64\c. 
and advanced without retrogression to 
7c. Rejected sold up from 62 to 67c., 
and no grade advanced (On sales by 
sample) from 60 to 67c. Local inter- 
ests were the prop of the market, the 
feeling abroad not sympathizing with 
the strong tone prevailing here. Ex- 
porters were, for the most part, merely 
interested spectators; and although 
there were a few purchasers on for- 
eign account the great majority pro- 
nounced prices too high to justify pur- 
chases. The speculative market sym- 
pathized with that for cash, the interest 
centering chiefly in December delivery. 
Of thig future sales of 471,000 bushels 
were reported at prices ranging up- 
ward from 664% to 724%4c. May algo at- 
tracted some attention, selling to the 
extent of 25,000 bushels, opening at 76 
and closing at 78c. A little September 
(12,000 bushels) brought 68%4@69%c.,

INDUSTRIAL 


In the lines of trade represented by 
the Reporter some improvement in 
the volume of business is reported. Es- 
pecially noticeable has this been in 
paints and chemicals, while the move- 
rent in oils and dyestuffs has also 
been somewhat better. This is, in part, 
due to the more favorable weather and 
increased confidence in the future, 
which has been a gratifying feature as 
a result of improvement in the finan- 
cial situation. In other lines of trade 
there has also been a decided gain, and 
hopes are now entertained that we may 
have an average Fall trade, though 
some of the manufacturing industries, 
notably the woolen mills, appear still 
to have cause for complaint of dull 
times. In the iron industries there is 
increased activity, and during the past 
week a number of idle works have 
started upon full time. The labor sit- 
uation presents no features of special 
interest, no new strikes of importance 
being reported, save one at Leadville, 
Col., where the miners have been tur- 
bulent, and have caused considerable 
destruction of property and the death 
of several engaged in rioting. Most 
of the differences heretofore existing 
between employers and employed, es- 
pecially in the eastern section of the 
country, have been adjusted, and we 
hear of less discontent and friction 
than has been apparent heretofore. 
The principal agricultural staples have 
made further substantial gain, cotton 
alone excepted, though that staple has 
kept well above 8c. Wheat has ad- 
vanced from 655c., each day showing 
a gain until Thursday, when sales for 
October delivery were made at 72%c, 
but it eased off somewhat and 
closed on Friday at T71%c. Corn 
advanced from 2614c. on Monday to 
27%c. on Thursday, closing on Friday 
at 27\%c. Oats have varied somewhat, 
but closed stronger at 2lc., which is a 
gain of 4c. for the week. Cotton has 
varied from 8c. to 8.27c., closing on Fri- 
day at 8.0lc. Lard has made a sub- 
stantial gain and has kept well above 
3lge at Chicago, a gain that is thought 
will prove permanent, although fluctu- 
ations are to be expected. The market 
for time money has been easier, and as 
the week advanced the offerings were 
more liberal and on more favorable 
terms to borrowers, though 6 per cent. 
was the lowest rate for a gold note on 
mixed collateral and the same rate on

OIL, CAKE.—The market has ruled 
so dull that quotations may be said to 
be almost nominal. Foreign buyers are 
unwilling to raise their bids to conform 
to this week’s advance in ocean 
freights, and the result, virtually, is a 
deadlock. Probably the highest offer 
heard for export would not net over 
$12.75 here, and this is fully 25 cents 
below the lowest ideas of holders, the 
result being practically a deadlock. A 
fair seasonable demand for meals is re- 
ported, nominally at $14.50. 

OLEO OIL.—Holland cables indicate a 
decided recovery of tone in the Dutch 
oleo market. Reported sales for the 
week have more than doubled those for 
the previous week, being estimated at 
about 3,500 tierces. Per contra, ex- 
ports have fallen off, having scarcely 
(if at all) exceeded 2,600 tierces. Hol- 
land churners are free buyers, and 
would contract for futures if melters 
were willing to make contracts, Ex- 
tra grades have appreciated from 30 to 
32 florins, with choice No. 1 oil held at 
28 florins, early in the week and at 30 
florins later. The estimate of stocks 
remains unchanged (1,000 tierces, in 
first hands). Neutral lard is steady, 
but churners display little interest. 

LARD OIL.—The market presents no 
features of interest. The inquiry ts 
mainly of the jobbing variety, yet 
prices are unchanged, and may be 
called fairly steady. To-day’s quota- 
tions: Extra, 30c.; extra No. 1, 28c.;

Revised Drawback Regulations. 


Washington, Sept. 25, 1896. 

The Treasury Department has com- 
pleted an important revision of the 
drawback regulations upon all articles 
which have been granted the rebate 
privileges conferred under the provis- 
ions of section 22 of the present tariff 
law. This revision is of the highest 
importance to the trade, as in many 
instances new requirements are intro- 
duced in the regulations heretofore in 
force, while in other instances irksome 
restrictions are removed with a view 
to facilitating manufacturers in com- 
peting for business in foreign markets. 
Below will be found a synopsis of the 
new regulations as they apply to the 
oil, paint and drug trade: 

Aqua ammonia, manufactured from 
imported sulphate of ammonia; base al- 
lowance on a quantity of material used, 
to be determined by dividing the per- 
centage of ammonia gas contained in 
the exported article by the percentage 
of such gas contained in the imported 
ulphate, and multiplying the quotient 
3o found by the weight of the exported 
article as ascertained by a United 
States weigher. The gross weight, the 
tare, and the net weight shall be 
marked by the manufacturer or ex- 
porter on each package. 

The drawback entry must show the 
gross and net weights of the exported 
article and the percentage of ammonia 
gas contained therein, and the manu- 
acturer’s declaration must show the 
therein, as shown by the certificate of 
analysis accompanying the ‘mport in- 
quantity of the imported material used 
and the percentage of ammonia gas 
voice, which certificate, or a sworn 
copy thereof made by the importers, 
must be filed with the drawback entry 
referring to such importation. 


Whenever ordered by the collector, 
3amples shall be taken by the inspect- 
ing officer and transmitted to the ap- 
praiser for verification of the state- 
ments of the manufacturer and ex- 
porter. 

Ayer’s cherry pectoral and sarsapa- 
rilla, manufactured by the J. C. Ayer 
Company of Lowell, Mass., in part from 
imported alcohol; rebate equal to duty 
on imported alcohol, less 1 per cent. 


Barry’s Florida water, manufactured 
by Barclay & Co. of New York city, in 
part from imported alcohol; Barry’s 
pain relief, manufactured in part from 
imported alcohol; Barry’s tricopherous, 
manufactured in part from imported al- 
coho] and castor oil; allow rebate equal 
to duty on imported alcohol and castor 
oil, less 1 per cent. 

Blasting caps and electric exploders, 
manufactured in part from imported 
fulminate of mercury; and on electric 
exploders, manufactured by the Aetna 
Powder Company of Indiana in part 
from imported percussion caps or de- 
tonators; allow rebate equal to duty 
on imported materials less 1 per cent. 

Borine, manufactured by the Borine 
Medical Company of New York city, in 
part from imported alcohol; allow re- 
bate equal to duty on imported alcohol 
less 1 per cent. 

Burnett’s extracts of lemon, almond 
and cochineal and essence of Jamaica 
ginger, manufactured by the Joseph 
Burnett Company of Boston, Mass., in 
part from imported alcohol; allow re- 
bate of duty on alcohol less 1 per cent. 

Castor oil and castor pomace, manu- 
factured wholly from imported castor 
beans or seeds; allow duty paid on 201%4 
pounds of the imported beans or seeds 
used for each gallon of oil exported, and 
duty paid on 13 pounds of such beans or 
seed for each 100 pounds exported, 
quantities to be determined by gauge 
or weight, as ordered by the Collector. 

Celery rock and rye cordial, or celery 
tonic, manufactured by the Cook & 
Bernheimer Company of New York city, 
in part from imported alcohol; allow 
rebate of duty on alcohol less 1 per 
cent. 

Creosoted lumber, manufactured by 
the Carolina Oil and Creosote Company, 
in part from imported dead oil of eoal 
tar; drawback allowed equal to duty 
on imported oil less 1 per cent.; the 
quantity of the imported material to be 
ascertained by adding to the quantity 
thereof contained in the export article 
2 per cent. of such quantity, the same 
being allowance for wastage. The 
drawback entry must state the number 
of gallons of imported dead oil actual- 
ly contained in the lumber. 

Dry colors, manufactured by Pfeif- 
fer & Lavanburg of New York city, in 
part from imported quicksilver, orange 
mineral or read lead, and by the F. W. 
Devoe & C. T. Raynolds Company of 
New York city, in part from import- 
ed quicksilver; allow rebate of duty on 
imported quicksilver less 1 per cent. 
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Dynamite and other explosives in the 
manufacture of which all the glycerin 
used was imported; ibase allowance on 
a quantity of glycerin so used, to be de- 
termined by allowing 46 2-10 pounds of 
the same for each 100 pounds of nitro- 
glycerin contained in the exported ar- 
ticles. 

The drawback entry must show the 
number and size of cartridges and other 
packages contained in each _ shipping 
case, the trade names or marks by 
which the several forms and grades of 
the explosives are designated, the quan- 
tity of each kind and grade, and the 
percentage of nitroglycerin conta‘ned in 
each grade, respectively. 

The weights of the several kinds of 
uniform packages shown: by the’ draw- 
back entry shall be tested by a United 
States Weigher when ordered by the 
Collector, and, on order of the Collector, 
samples shall be taken for analysis and 
verification of the statements contained 
in the entry as to percentage of nitro- 
glycerin conta:ned in the several kinds 
and grades of the exported article. 

The samples shall be taken by an of- 
ficer specially designated by the Collec- 
tor for that purpose, who shall take the 
same under instructions from the Gov- 
ernment chemist by whom such samples 
are to be analyzed, as to manner of 
taking the same and the quantities to 
be taken. Before the liquidation of any 
such drawback entry there must be 
filed with the Collector of the port of 
exportation a sworn formula or state- 
ment by the proprietor and foreman of 
the factory where the explosives were 
made showing the percentages of nitro- 
glycerin used in the manufacture of 
the several brands or grades of ex- 
plosives made in such factory for ex- 
portation, and no drawback shall be al- 
lowed on any excess over the quantity 
shown in the manufacturer’s formula so 
filed, without special instructions from 
the department. 

When the glycerin used has been re- 
fined from imported crude glycerin, the 
quantity of crude glycerin so used shall 
be determined by adding to the allow- 
ance of 46 2-10 pounds of glycerin for 
each 10 pounds of nitrogiycerin con- 
tained in the exported article, 22 per 
cent. of such alolwance 

Fellows’ compound syrup of hypo- 
phosphites, manufactured by the Fel- 
lows Medical Manufacturing Company 
of New York city, in part from im- 
ported glycerin and sugar; allow rebate 
of duty paid on imported sugar and 
glycerin, less 1 per cent., the quantity 
of sugar to be found by adding to the 
pure sugar contained in the prepara- 
tion the quantity of invert sugar ap- 
pearing therein. When the glycerin 
used has been refined from imported 
glycerin drawback will be allowed as 
on such refined glycerin when ex- 
ported separately. 

Fluid extract of witchhazel, manu- 
factured by W. Burton & Co. of New 
York city, in part from imported alco- 
hol; allow rebate equal to duty paid 
on imported material, provided that no 
domestic alcohol has been used in the 
manufacture. The entry must show 
the number and size of the shipping 
cases, the number and size of bottles 
in each case, and the quantity of the 
exported article contained in each case 
in the entire shipment. 

Fluid extracts, manufactured by 
Parke, Davis & Co. of Detroit, Mich., 
in the manufacture of which no other 
than imported alcohol was used; allow 
rebate equal to duty on imported alco- 
hol, less 1 per cent. In liquidating en- 
tries the quantity of alcohol which may 
be used as the basis of allowance shall 
in no case exceed the minimum quan- 
tity appearing in the extract as indi- 
cated in the manufacturer’s schedule 
or as found by the Government chem- 
ist: and the allowance for wastage shall 
not exceed 15 per cent. of such mini- 
mum quantity, nor the percentage in 
either schedule or declaration. 


Glue sizing, manufactured from glue 
imported in lumps; base allowance on 
quantity of material used equal to 
weight of exported article, to be ascer- 
tained by a United States weigher. 

Gold-duist washing powder, manu- 
factured by the W. J. Wilcox Lard and 
Refining Company of New York city, in 
part from “cottonseed oil foots’? and 
imported soda ash; allow rebate of 
duty on imported soda, less 1 per cent. 
Samples shal] be submitted for analysis 
and determination of the percentage of 
carbonate of soda contained therein, 
and such determination together with 
the weight of the exported article veri- 
fied by a United States weigher and 
the report of the inspector as to the 
number and size of the shipping cases 
may be taken as the basis for liquida- 
tion, provided that the weight as 
taken, shall not exceed 69 pounds net 
of the exported article for each ship- 


ping case, nor 55 pounds of soda ash 





in condition, as imported, for each 100 
pounds net of the exported article. 

Gold paint, manufactured by A. Sar- 
torius & Co. of New York city, in part 
from imported bronze powder; allow re- 
bate equal to duty on imported bronze 
powder, less 1 per cent. 

Lard compound, manufactured from 
imported oleostearin and domestic cot- 
tonseed oil, or from imported oleo- 
stearin and domestic cottonseed oil and 
lard; base allowance on quantity of 
such oleostearin used to be determined 
under the following instructions: 

Before allowance of drawback, the ex- 
porter must file with the Collector of 
Customs at the port from which the ex- 
portation is made a sworn statement 
made by the manufacturer, showing 
the place, process and conditions of 
manufacture and mode of packing for 
export, and also the formula showing 
the materials and the proportions there- 
of entering into the manufacture of the 
compound, which statement shall be 
verified by the Collector. 

The Collector with whom such man- 
ufacturer’s statement was first filed 
shall furnish certified copies thereof on 
request of collectors at other ports from 
which exportations are made, 

The entry for inspection and lading 
must show, separately, marks, numbers, 
and gross and net weights of packages, 
or must be accompanied by a certified 
invoice giving such particulars. Weights 
must be marked on packages and veri- 
fied by the United States weigher by 
test of packages designated by the col- 
lector. 

The quantity or percentage of oleo- 
stearin in the exported article must be 
shown by the manufacturer’s declara- 
tion on the drawback entry, which dec- 
laration must be verified by official ex- 
pert analysis of samples taken by the 
inspecting officer as ordered by the col- 
lector. 

Quantity of oleostearin which may be 
taken as basis of liquidation shall in no 
case exceed quantity shown by formula 
filed, manufacturer’s declaration on en- 
try, or that found by official analysis. 
Manufacturer’s declaration on entry 
must show that the exported article was 
made in accordance with sworn formula 
filed with the collector. 

Linseed oil and linseed oil cake, the 
oil being expressed from seed imported 
under the tariff act of Aug. 2S, 184, 
and the oil cake being composed of the 
solid substance of such seed, the refuse 
matter in the seed and a small percent- 
age of oil not recoverable, the parts of 
the seed and the refuse being separated 
by the processes of crushing, steaming 
and pressing; base allowance on quan- 
tities and values of materials used in 
the manufacture of the respective prod- 
ucts to be ascertained under the fol- 
lowing instruetions: 


The manufacturer’s and exporter’s 
declarations on the drawback entry 
shall show the cost of the seed used 
per bushel of 56 pounds, and the whole- 
sale market values of the oil per gallon 
of 74% pounds, and of the oil cake per 
ton of 2,000 pounds, at the place of 
manufacture, at the time of exporta- 
tion; which declared cost and values 
shall be verified by the Collector with 
whom the entry is lodged. 


Nineteen and ninety-one hundredths 
pounds (2.654 gallons) of oil and 35.87 
pounds of oil cake being the ascertained 
average product of 1 bushel (56 pounds) 
seed, such quantities, together with the 
cost and values above specified, shall 
be used as indicated in the proportions 
heretofore published for the purpose of 
fixing the rate of drawback on each 
kind of product. 


In case the dutiable quantity of im- 


ported seed used was ascertained on 
liquidation of the import entry, by de- 
ducting from the weight of the seed in 
condition as imported, an allowance 
for ‘“‘draff’’? on account of dirt or other 
refuse matter therein, the rate of duty 
paid on such seed per bushel of 56 
pounds may be determined by deduct- 
ing from the tariff rate of 20 cents per 
bushel a percentage thereof correspond- 
ing to the percentage of weight allow- 
ance for draff; and the rates of allow- 
ance of drawback on the oil and oil 
cake products of such seed used with- 
out previous winnowing or cleaning 
may be found by substituting and using 
the duty rate found by such deduction 
(per bushel of 56 pounds) in place of 
the 20 cent duty rate used in the 
foregoing proportions and formulas, 
Samples shall be taken as ordered by 
the Collector, and quantities shall be 
ascertained by official weighing or 
gauging, as the case may require, 
When such oil is weighed, the num- 
ber of gallons shall be determined by 
allowing 74% pounds of oil per gallon. 
Liquid anhydrous ammonia, manufac- 
tured wholly from imported sulphate of 
ammonia; base allowance on quantity of 
such material used, to be determined 
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by allowing 4 pounds of sulphate of am- 
monia for each pound of the exported 
article. 

Litharge and red lead, manufac- 
tured from imported lead; base allow- 
ance on quantity of such material 
used. The entry under which the mer- 
chandise is to be inspected and laden 
must show, separately, the number and 
the gross and net weights of each of 
the various sizes of packages in which 
the articles are, respectively, packed 
for shipment; and the manufacturer’s 
declaration on the drawback entry must 
show the quantities and percentages 
of metallic lead contained in the ex- 
ported article, which declaration shall 
be verified by the report of a United 
States weigher, and by analysis to be 
made by a Government chemist, of 
samples taken by the inspecting efficer, 
as ordered by the collector. 

Lubricating oils, manufactured wholly 
from imported rapeseed oil and the 
products of domestic petroleum; basé 
allowance on quantity of the imported 
rapeseed oil used to be determined as 
follows: 

The entry under which the merchan- 
dise is to be inspected and laden must 
show, separately, the number and kind 
of shipping packages, and the quantity 
and quality or kind of the manufac- 
tured article contained in each pack- 
age. 

In case the exported article is made 
under a standard formula the manu- 
facturer must file with the collector, 
prior to the liquidation of the draw- 
back entry, a sworn statement show- 
ing such formula, and the mode of 
manufacture and. packing for ship- 
ment, and in all other cases the special 
formula of manufacture, together with 
a description of the mode of manufac- 
ture and packing, must accompany the 
drawback entry. 

The drawback entry must show, sepa- 
rately, the quantity and quality or kind 
of the manufactured article contained 
in each package, and in the entire ship- 
ment: and the manufacturer’s declara- 
tion on such entry must show the per- 
centages and quantities of rapeseed oil 
appearing in each kind or quality, re- 
spectively. 

Such declaration must further show, 
in addition to the usual movements, 
that the exported oils were manufac- 
tured and packed for shipment in 
manner as set forth in standard formu- 
las and statements filed with the col- 
lector, referring thereto by date, or in 
special formulas and statements ac- 
companying the drawback entry. 

Samples shall be taken, as ordered by 
the collector, to be submitted to the ap- 
praiser for report of the proceedings of 
rape-seed oil appearing therein. 

In liquidating entries the quantity of 
rape-seed oil on which allowance of 
drawback may be based, shall be de- 
termined for each kind or quality of 
oil by use of the mininmum quantity 
and percentage relating to each such 
kind or quality, respectively, as shown 
by the manufacturer’s sworn formula 
and statement, the declaration on the 
drawback entry, or by the appraiser's 
report of percentages and a United 
States gauger’s report of quantities. 

Mirror glasses, manufactured from 
imported plate glass by the processes 
of cutting, beveling and _ polishing, 
either with or without the addition of 
“silver coating;’ base allowance on 
quantity of material used, to be deter- 
mined by count and measurement of 
the exported articles. The entry must 
show, separately, the manner and di- 
mensions of each size and variety of 
mirror glass exported. 

Mixed paints, manufactured in part 
from imported linseed oil; base allow- 
ance on quantity of imported oil used, 
under the folowing instructions: 

The manufacturer's declaration on the 
drawback entry must show, separately, 
the quantity of oil used in the manu- 
facture of each kind and quality of 
paint. Samples shall be taken by the 
inspecting officer as ordered by the col- 
lector, and submitted to a Government 
chemist for analysis and determination 
of the percentages “by weight” of cil 
contained therein. The quantity of oil 
used shall be determined by reference 
to such chemist’s reports, and weights 
of the exported articles returned by a 
Unitee States weigher, which quantity 
shall be reduced to gallons on the basis 
of 7% pounds for each gallon of oil. 

Pearline, manufactured by James Pyle 
& Sons of New York city, in part from 
imported soda ash and caustic soda; al- 
low rebate equal to cost of imported 
materials, less 1 per cent. 

Perry Davis’ pain killer, manufac- 
tured by Davis & Lawrence Company, 
of New York city, in part from im- 
ported alcohol, allowed rebate of cost 
of alcohol, less 1 per cent. 

Petroleum barrels, manufactured in 
part from imported hoop steel or wire 
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rods, if made by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of New York, or the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., 
allow for wire rods used, if made by 
the Tidewater Oil Company, of New 
York city, allow for hoops steel. 

Caps, handles, nozzles, screw rings 
and screw tops, manufactured wholly 
er in part from imported tin plates 
and attached to petroleum cans; base 
allowance on quantity of such material 
used, to be determined by adding to 
the quantity of tin plate appearing in 
such articles a quantity equal to that 
actually destroyed or converted into 
worthless scrap in process of manufac- 
ture, In case the resultant scrap is 
not worthless, the quantity to be add- 
ed to cover such wastage in manufac- 
ture shall be reduced by a number of 
pounds equal in value to the value of 
Such scrap. Values of such tin plate 
and scrap shall be declared by manu- 
facturers on requisition of collectors. 
(Ne drawback shall be allowed on at 
tachments made from scrap tin. 

Photographic dry plates, manufac 
tured from imported glass plates and 
gelatine; base allowance on quant:ty of 
glass, to be determined by adding to 
the net weight of the exported plates, 
ascertained by a United States weigh- 
er, 15 per cent. of such weight, and on 
the quantity of gelatine used, not in 
excess of three-eighths of a gra-n for 
each square inch of the coated surface. 

The manutacturer’s declaration on 
the drawback entry must show the 
quantity of gelatine used, which decla- 
ration must be verified by tests made 
by a Government chemist, of samples 
taken as ordered by the collector, 

Pig lead, manufactured from im- 
ported le ad ore; base allowance on quan- 
tities of pure lead conta.ned in the ex- 
ported art-cle, Such quantity shall be 
determ.ned by reierence to the Weight 
of the exporced pig lead, asce rtained by 
a Un.ted States we.gher, and the pei- 
centage of pure lead 
ta.ned by a United 
unalysis of samples, 
by the lading officer, 

The rate of allowance per pound of 
pure lead exporied shall be determincu 
by dividing the rate of luiy bvbaid on 
the imported ore by the percentage oi 
Pure lead found in such ore 
tation. 

On each entry of pig lead for draw 
back, under the provisions of sectuon 
«= of the act of Aug. ZS, ISU4, the ex- 
porters shall be required to file, in ad- 
dition to the usual declarations, a spe- 
cial declaration, verified by One generai 
officer and the foreman of the sSinelting 
works producing such lead, setting 
forth specifically that the lead covered 
by the entry was produced wholly trom 
imported ores, without any admixture 
of domestic ores containing leau 

Pills, manufactured by gvonn WwW yeta 
& Bro, of Mhiladelphia, ta... part 
from imported antipyrine, Putchacecne, 
salol or sulpnonai, aliow revule ot 
duty on imporied material yess 4 per 
cent, but drawback entry must specily 
not vi.y the number and deseripuon of 
packages, number of bottles anu mnum- 
ber of pls in eacu, but also tne quan-

Refined glycerin, manutactured wholly 
from imported crude slycerin; base 
allowance on Guantity of imported 
glycerin used, to be determined 
by adding to the net Weignt of 
the expoited article, ascertained by a 
United States Weigher, 22 per cent. of 
such wegat; provided that the ex- 
ported glycerin, if colorless, shall be of 
a density not less than 1.25 specific 
gravity (29 degrees Baume), and, if 
tinted, not less than 1.26 specific gray- 
ity (SU degrees Baume), at GU degrees 
» ahrenheit. 

Samples of the crude material and of 
the refined product must, iv all cases, 
be submitted to a Government chemist 
for his report relative to the 1 requisite 
conditions noted, 

Scott's Emulsion of Cod-Liver Oil, 
manufactured by Scott & Bowne 
of New York city, in part from 
imported cod-liver oil, hypophosphites 
of lime and soda, and glycerin refined 
from imported crude glycerin; allow re- 
bate of duty on imported materials, The 
quantities of less 1 per cent. oil, 
hypophosphites and glycerin on which 
allowance of drawback may be based 
shall be determined by the facts set 
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forth in the entry when verified by the 
chemist’s report, the quantity of crude 
glycerin used being determined by add- 
ing to the net quantity of the pure 
glycerin appearing in the exported arti- 
cle, 22 per cent. of such quantity. 

Soaps, soap powders and sapolios, 
manufactured in part from imported 
caustic soda and soda ash; base allow- 
ance on quantities of such caustic soda 
or soda ash, or both, used in the manu- 
facture of the exported articles; provid- 
ed always that no domestic material of 
the kind on which drawback is claime dd 
shall have been used in the manufac- 
ture of the exported articles. 

Before allowance of drawback the ex- 
porter must file with the collector, at 
port of exportation, a sworn statement 
showing place, processes, and condi- 
tions of manufacture, and mode of 
packing the article for export, and 
showing also the ingredients of the 
article to be exported, and the propor- 
tions thereof, which statement shall be 
verified by the collector. 

The collector with whom such verified 
statement is filed, shall, on application 
of collectors of other ports from which 
exportations are made, furnish certified 
copies thereof for use at such other 
ports. 

The entry under which the merchan- 
dise is to be inspected and laden must 
show separately, the quantities of the 
different kinds of merchandise, the 
marks, numbers, and sizes of the pack- 
ages containing the same, and the gross 
and net weights of each package, 0! 
must be accompanied by a sworr copy 
of the invoice under which such mer- 
chandise was sold or consigned, giving 
such particulars, Statements of 
weights shall be verified by a United 
States weigher, who shall test weights 
of packages designated by the collector. 

The quantities of caustic soda and of 
soda ash used, and on which claim for 
drawback is based, must be shown by 
the manufacturer’s declaration on the 
drawback entry, which shall be verified 
by official analysis of samples taken as 
ordered by the collector. Such declara- 
tion must also show that the exported 
articles were made in accordance with 
the sworn statement and formula filed 
with the collector. Quantities used in 
liquidation of entries shall, in no case, 
exceed minimum quantities shown by 
sworn formula, declared on entry, or 
found by official analysis and weight. 

Sulphate of copper, manufactured 
from imported copper ore; base al- 
lowance on quantity of fine copper in 
the imported ore used, equal to the 
quantity of fine copper in the exported 
article, 

The manufacturer’s declaration on 
the drawback entry must show th 
quantity or percentage of fine coppe1 
contained in the exported article, which 
declaration shall be verified by expert 
Official analysis of samples to be taken 
from each lot exported. The quantity 
of copper which may be taken as the 
basis of liquidation of the entry may 
be determined by reference to such 
verified percentage and the weight of 
the exported article, as ascertained by 
a United States weigher. 

Toilet waters, cologne, Florida and 
other, manufactured wholly from es- 
sential oils or other perfumes and im- 
ported alcohol; base allowance on quan- 
tity of imported alcohol used. 

The entry under which the merchan- 
dise is to be inspected and iaden must 
show, separately, the number and de- 
scription of each kind of shipping case, 
the number and size of bottles and the 
mode of packing in each case, the aver- 
age quantity contained in each size and 
variety of bottles, and the quantity of 
the exported articles contained in each 
case and in the entire shipment. 

In case the exported article is made 
under a filed formula, the manufacturer 
must file with the collector, prior to the 
liquidation of the drawback entry, a 
sworn statement showing such formula 
and the mode of manufacture and of 
packing for shipment; and in all other 
cases the special formula of manufac- 
ture, together with a description of the 
mode of manufacture and packing, 
must accompany the drawback entry. 

The manufacturer’s declaration on the 
drawback entry must show, separately, 
the quantity of the manufactured article 
contained in each style of package, and 
the percentage of alcohol appearing in 
such article. Such declaration must 
show, in addition to the usual aver- 
ments, that the exported article was 
manufactured and packed for shipment 
in manner as set forth in the fixed for- 
mula and statement filed with the col- 
lector, referring thereto by date, or as 
in the special formula and statement 
accompanying the drawback entry. 

Samples shall be taken as ordered by 
the collector, to be submitted to the ap- 
praiser for report of the percentage of 
alcohol contained in the exported arti- 
cle, and for verification amd report of 
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the quantity of such article in the sam- 
ple bottles, when the merchandise is 
packed in bottles. When the merchan- 
dise is exported in gaugeable packages, 
the quantity shall be determined by a 
United States gauger. 

In the liquidation of entries the quan- 
tity of alcohol on which allowance of 
drawback may be based shall be deter- 
mined by use of the minimum quantity 
and percentage shown by either the 
manufacturer’s sworn formula and 
statement, the declaration on the draw- 
back entry, or the official finding of the 
quantity and test. 

Varnish, manufactured wholly from 
imported alcohol and shellac; base al- 
lowance on quantity of such alcohol 
used, to be determined by official weight 
or measure of the exported article, and 
ascertainment of percentage of alcohol 
contained therein, from samples taken 
as ordered by the collector, and sub- 
mitted to a Government chemist for 
analysis. 

When the quantity of exported var- 
nish is found by a United States gauger, 
the chemist shall report percentage of 
alcohol by volume, and if quantity is 
found by a United States weigher, such 
percentage shall be reported by weight. 

The quantity of alcohol found by 
reference to weigher’s returns and 
chemist’s reports of percentage by 
weight, may be reduced to gallons of 
absolute alcohol by dividing the num- 
ber of pounds of such alcohol found by 
6.62. 

Manufacturer’s declaration on draw- 
back entry must show quantity or per- 
volume of alcohol in ex- 
ported varnish. 

Sozodont, manufactured by Hall & 
Ruckel of New York city, in part from 
imported alcohol; allow rebate of duty 
on imported alcohol, less 1 per cent. 

White lead (dry or in oil), manufac- 
tured by the National Lead Company 
of New York city and the Chadwick 
Lead Works of Boston, Mass., from 
imported pig lead or pig lead and oil; 
allow rebate of duty on imported ma- 
terial, less 1 per cent.; the allowance to 
apply equally whether product is ex- 
ported dry or in oil and whether man- 
ufactured by the firms mentioned or by 
others under identical conditions. 
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Baku and Its Petroleum Industry. 
BY W. F, HUME. 


No city on this side of the Atlantic 
can show a more marvelous growth, 
within a short period of time, than 
Baku upon the Caspian; and, even apart 
from its petroleum industry, its natural 
advantages are so great that it seems 
specially designed for a brilliant future 
as the emporium of the whole trade be- 
tween European Russia, her central 
Asian provinces, and Persia. So quick 
has been its expansion, that but an in- 
significant village of 1,400 inhabitants 
thirty years ago, it can now boast a 
population considerably over 100,000, 
which is increasing yearly by leaps and 
bounds. 


This rapid growth is mainly due to} 


two causes: First, its magnificent har- 
bor, well protected from the north by 
the extended horn of the Apsheron 
peninsula, and from the east by the 
Serpent's Island, which forms an effi- 
cient and natural breakwater; and in 
the second place, its immediate prox- 
lumity to the main area of naphtha sup- 
ply, which already rivals that of Amer- 
ica, and promises in no distant future 
to become the exclusive market for all 
Asia, and also for the greater part of 
Europe. The commencement of ihe 
modern oil industry of the Caucasus 
dates from 1823, when the brothers 
Doubinin started a small works in the 


‘ neighborhood of Mozdak, which, owing 


to want of capital, they were forced to 
close in 1850. These pioneers were fol- 
lowed in 1836 by the engineer Vosko- 
boinoff, who established a distillery at 
the foot of the mud geysers of Bog- 
Boga; but this effort proved likewise 
unsuccessful, and no trace of it now 
exists. Later, in 1859, M. Kokareff 
founded the Baku Petroleum Company, 
with the view of extracting the oil from 
the naphtha impregnated soil; but ex- 
periment having shown in 1871 that the 
crude oil could be obtained by boring, 
this first method was abandoned, the 
artesian boring becoming universal, and 
a firm foundation was laid for the in- 
dustry and for those marvelous develop- 
ments which threaten an economic 
revolution in the lighting and fuel sup- 
ply of a considerable portion of the 
world. 

The year 1865 marks an important 
advance, a M. Witte having in that 
vear established a manufactory of 0zo- 
kerite on the Sviatoia Gora (Holy 
Mountain), and it was his engineer, M. 
Weisser, who in that same year estab- 
lished the first refinery in the town 
of Baku itself. So rapidly did the in- 
dustry develop that by 1873 the town 





was in danger of becoming entirely ab- 
sorbed by the distilleries that rose on 
every hand, whilst the black, dense and 
acrid smoke from the naphtha-feq fur- 
naces poisoned the atmosphere, Ba- 
ku, however, being under the influence 
of a despotic government, M. Starosels- 
ky, the then Governor, was enabled to 
effect a~ Tevolution, which, however 
drastic it maf appear to our circum- 
scribed democratic conceptions, was 
radical and efficacious. This consisted 
in issuing an edict that the refineries 
Situated in the town were to be re- 
moved outside its limits, and for that 
purpose the corporation ceded certain 
town properties, situated at a distance 
of about two versts. This land they 
divided into a series of blocks of from 
2,000 to 2,500 square sargenes each (sar- 
gene is seven square feet English). 
and suddenly. as if by magic, eighty 
new works sprang into existence, their 
erection going forward at fever heat 
day and night until completed. 


How intolerable the nuisanve had be- 
come may be inferred from the fact 
that the sole firing material in use for 
boilers and distilling-tuns being the 
refuse oil, or so-called astatki, and no 
smoke-consuming apparatus at that 
time being employed, not only the 
buildings. but the whole surface of the 
ground became coated with a thick 
layer of soot, whilst the roads were al- 
most impassable owing to pools and 
ponds of oil, No wonder, therefore, 
that it should have received the name 
of the Black Town (Tchornoia Gorod), 
a name which still clings to it, although 
through the introduction of an appara- 
tus, by means of which steam under 
pressure and air are proportionately 
mixed with the naphtha residue, the 
smoke is nov virtually consumed. As 
a result of this invention, the factories 
erected under the new conditions be- 
vond the limits of the corporation land, 
notablv Nobel's” Villa Pctrolia, and 
Popoffs Gardens, are perfectly clean, 
and this district in consequence has re- 
ceived the name of the ‘““‘White Town.” 

Owing to the number of valuable by- 
products obtainable, the refiring pro- 
cess is complicated in its character, al- 
though the appliances used are very 
simple in their construction. The cryde 
oil, fed through lines of pipe from the 
main sources of supply at Palachanl, 
is stored in large iron reservoirs, from 
which it is drawn off to be treated in 
gas-holder-sha~°d retorts. These be- 
ing heated by steam coils to ahout 140 
degrees C., the products, having «a low 
boiling pcint, such as gasoline and ben- 
zine, are separated, and passing into 
separate chambers, are condensed. A 
further heating to about 150 degrees 
C. in like manner separates the low 
grade petroleums, which have been 
largelv used in adulteration, and are 
so dangerous to the consumer. The 
third distillation becomes the petroleum 
fter having been washed 
and cleaned under treatment with sul- 
phurie acid and caustie soda. The resi- 
dues of heavy oils are generally treated 
in a separate establishment, and from 
them are extracted avrious grades of 
lyes, vaseline, lubricating oils, etc.; the 
demand for the latter constantly increas- 
ing. owirg to their excellent quality 
and cheapness. The ultimate refuse as- 
tatki is likewise sure to become a keen 
competitor with coal as a fuel, a ton 
of this liquid being the equivalent of 
from two and a half to three tons of 
coal, To what uses it can be applied 
is well exemplified in the town itself; 
until very recently it was used for wa- 
tering the streets, and not only is its 
employment universal in every kind of 
manufeature, but also for all heating 
and other domestic purposes. Its use is 
also rapidly extending on the railways 
in South Russia. All the steamers on 
the Caspian and Volga, and the loco- 
motives on the Transcaucasian and 
Transcaspian lines, burn no other fuel; 
and when we regard its portability and 
cleanliness, it would seem to be but a 
matter of time for its advantages to be 
generally recognized. Owing to the 
abundance of the supply, at times mill- 
ions of gallons have been allowed to 
run into the sea, or have been deliber- 
ately set on fire, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to assert that a full half of these 
vast supplies from nature’s storehouse 
have been lost and dissipated unpro- 
ductively. 

Baku is pre-eminently a centre of 
commerce, and for residential purposes 
most undesirable, it being subject to 
heavy dust-storms, rainlessness, in- 
tense heat, and almost entire absence 
of vegetation and fresh water. The 
only garden is the so-called Alexander 
II., maintained at great expense, the 
shrubs and trees being planted in soil 
brought from Persia. A few fresh- 
water wells give a very limited supply, 
the usual resources being brackish; 
but the railway company supplement 
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it by cisterns filled from the River 
Koura, and almost every steamer im- 
ports some from the Volga. A peculi- 
arity in the distribution of the local 
supply is that the few fresh-water wel!'s 
are in close proximity to those impreg- 
nated with salt. 

Varied as are the subjects of study 
presented by the town itself, the chief 
centre of interest is undoubtedly the 
plateau of Balachani-Sabountchi, situ- 
ated about eight miles to the northeast 
of Baku, and connected with it by a 
branch line of the Transcaucasian Rail- 
way. When viewed from a distance the 
tall truncated towers erected over the 
wells seem in such close proximity ‘to 
each other, that they present the ap- 
pearance of a pine forest; and it is only 
on a closer approach that they prove to 
be the derricks containing the machin- 
ery necessary for boring or the pumping 
of the oil. These pyramids consist of 
@ wooden boarded framework, and are 
easily romovable when the bore be- 
comes exhausted. How thickly they are 
grouped may be inferred from the fact 
that within the limited area of three 
square miles, over 400 of them are 
crowded. 

Not the least puzzling of the many 
enigmas presented by these wells is 
the nature of the source from whence 
the oil is drawn. Enclosed in its sub- 
terranean prison it needs, in many in- 
stances, but an insignificant outlet to 
rise as a roaring fountain of sand and 
oil to a height sometimes exceeding 200 
feet, continuing in action for days and 
even weeks, spouting forth during the 
time many thousands of gallons per 
day; yet thus in no way interfering 
with the supply from closely adjacent 
wells, which continua to yield their 
normal quantity. 

It is, therefore, evident that the 
sources are independent of each other, 
and that, although the reservoirs may 
have been originally arranged in regu- 
lar series, yet, through the strata hav- 
ing become dislocated and faulted, they 
now form separate and distinct cham- 
bers of varying capacity and without 
direct connection between them. 

Small though the evidence, geology 
throws some light upon the probable 
structure of the basin, whereas chemis- 
try reveals but little as to the origin of 
oil. 

Geologically, the town of Baku is sit- 
uated on beds of Quaternary age,which 
have received th? name of Aralo-Cas- 
pian beds; whereas the main portion of 
the Apsheron peninsula, on the south 
side of which Baku is situated, consists 
almost exclusively of Pliocene and 
Miocene strata, subdivided locally into 
the Baku, Apsheron and Ba .achani 
formation. Wherever the rocks, 


which consist mainly of iimestones 
and sandstones, are exposed, it 
is evident from their highly in- 
clined dips, varying rapidly from 


point to point, that the whole region 
has been subjected to great earth- 
movements, the presence of overthrust 
faulting having been specially noted 
by Dr. Sjogren, of Upsala. As a result 
of these movements, the strata have 
been thrown into a series of anti- 
clinal and synclinal folds, upon whose 
upturned and denuded edges through- 


eut the Balachani district beds of 
Aralo-Caspian age have been uncon- 


formably laid down, a most notable 
feature connected with them being the 
extreme thinness and the abundance 
of the layers composing them. 

Chemically, numerous’ suggestions 
have been made as to the origin of the 
oil. Mendeleef ascribes it to the car- 
bon inclosed in metallic iron, deep- 
seated in the earth’s crust. Daubree 
and Coquand connect it with combined 
chemical and eruptive action; Fuchs 
and De Launay lay special stress upon 
its relation to disturbed districts, 
whereas Lesquereux ascribes it with- 
out reserve to the decomposition of 
vegetable remains, and Hofer regards 
it as being of animal origin. Seeing, 
therefore, that the geological and 
physical characteristics lend support 
to all the theories enunciated, to none 
of them can as yet be granted any 
other than a hypothetical value. 

Since the introduction of boring in 
1871, this system has been exclusively 
employed. The number of the bores in 
1881 reached 375, and in 1886, 490, of 
which, however, only 160 were in ac- 
tual work, 180 having become exhausted 
and 150 being plugged down as re- 
serves. The enormous supply of the 
crude oil may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing figures: In 1832 the yield was 
only 150,000 poods (pood equals 36 Ibs.), 
or 2,000 tons; in 1867, 999,999 poods, or 
14,500 tons; in 1880, 300,000, and in 
1890, 3,100,000 tons. That the supply 


is not inexhaustible may be inferred 
from the fact that the depths of the 
bores are being progressively increased. 
We thus find that in 1871 the oil was 
reached at 70 feet, in 187% this increased 


to 120 feet, in 1883 to 450 feet, in 1886 
to 700, while a later bore, sunk to a 
depth of 1,000 feet, has yielded no oil. 
It is evident, however, from the cellu- 
lar character of the oil-bearing strata, 
and the immense supplies already ob- 
tained from a very limited area, that 
the period of exhaustion is indetermin- 
able, and any conjecture baseless. 
The means employed for raising the 
oil are of the simplest character; pump- 
ing, as understood in the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the term, is, owing to the 
depth of the bore, of course impractica- 
ble, so that after cessation of the flow 
consequent on the exhaustion of the 
gas, copper tubes called ‘‘jalonkas’”’ are 
employed. These cylinders, about 12 
feet long, are provided with a valve 
opening inwards on touching the bot- 
tom of the bore, and close on the tube 
being lifted filled with the oil. On 
reaching the surface the jalonka is low- 


‘ered on to a platform, thus pressing in 


the valve and releasing the naphtha, 
which flows in a greenish-tinted stream 
to reservoirs connected by pipe-lines 
with the refineries in Baku. 

It will be readily understood that in 
a district so saturated with naphtha 
oils, there must be an ever-present dan- 
ger from the ignition of the exhalations 
of hydro-carbon gas, which escape not 
only from the bores, but through every 
fissure and cleft in the soil; and al- 
though every possible precaution is 
taken against such a catastrophe, many 
disastrous fires have occurred. 

The exhalations are most powerful in 
the district of Surachani, where the 
natural gas is made use of for lime 
burning, for every domestic purpose, 
and as fuel for the boilers; in fact, it is 
only necessary to sink a pipe a few 
feet into the soil to obtain on ignition 
a flame of considerable length, and this 
is practically shown at the works of 
Messrs. Kokareff, where one such has 
been burning many years.

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Indigo and Its Substitutes. 


A few weeks ago Prof. J. J. Hummel 
of the Yorkshire College, Leeds, read 
a paper at the Imperial Institute on “In- 
digo and Its Modern Substitutes.” After 
a description of the method of obtain- 
ing indigo from the plant indigofera 
tinctoria, Dr. Schunck’s explanation of 
the chemistry of the process was given, 
from which it appears that indigo does 
not exist in the leaves of the living 
plant, but that they contain a colorless 
substance named “indican,” and this, 
under the successive influences of fer- 
mentation and oxidation to which the 
leaves are subjected, is decomposed, 
yielding ‘indigo blue” or “indigotin,” 
and the sugary matter ‘‘dextrose.’’ The 
properties of the coloring matter, in- 
digotin, were then discussed; e. g. its 
volatility when heated; its decomposi- 
tion by oxidizing agents; its transforma- 
tion into “indigo white” by reducing 
agents; its solubility in strdng_ sul- 
phuric acid, etc. The methods of utiliz- 
ing these several properties in the de- 
tection and analysis of indigo, or in its 
applications in dyeing and printing, 
were explained and illustrated by 
numerous experiments. Indigo was dis- 
solved in fuming sulphuric acid, and the 
utility of the indigotin di-sulphuric acid 
obtained was shown by the dyeing of a 
piece of wool with this substance, used 
in its commercial form of “indigo ex- 
tract.”” In like manner a piece of cot- 
ton was dyed a permanent blue by the 
vat method, in an alkaline solution of 
indigo white, with subsequent exposure 
to air. The various indigo vats em- 
ployed by the dyer were each, in turn, 
discussed, and it was explained how, in 
a navy blue dyed by the vat method, 
the coloring matter was really more or 
less purified indigotin, deposited in an 
insoluble condition upon and within the 
Reference was made to the in- 
teresting fact that in the wood vat the 
useful fermentation is brought about by 
a special micro-organism, which, ac- 
cording to Collin and Benoist, may be 
consid- 
erable economy of indigo, instead of the 
usual empirical ferments, e. g. wood. 
The imperfection met with in vat-dyed 
woollen materials, and known as “rub- 
bing-off,”” was characterized as a most 
serious defect, unfortunately not readily

Although owing to its prominent posi- 
tion and natural advantages the at- 
tention of Europe has been mainly 
concentrated on the district and town 
of Baku, it must not be forgotten that 
this is but one out of many important 
petroleum fields awaiting development 
in Southeastern Russia. Not.only are 
there rich deposits known to exist in 
immediate proximity to the sea in the 
Transcaspian province, but an immense 
area of petroleum-producing strata ex- 
tends from the Crimea to the Taman 
peninsula, and thence across the north- 
ern boundary of the Caucasian range 
to Petrovsk upon the Caspian, and 
many centres of production in these 
districts are now being opened up, 
which must shortly come into keen 
competition with the Baku industry. 
Already during many years oil has been 
extracted from borings in the Kouban 
district, whence by means of pipe lines 
it is transported to a refinery at 
Novorossisk; but these will be insig- 
nificant when (should all the reports 
be confirmed) the wells at Groznaia 
and its neighborhood are tapped, it be- 
ing considered that they will rival, if 
they do not surpass, Baku in produc- 
tiveness. 

It would appear that the beds are al- 
most identical in age to those of the 
Balachani-Sabountchi areas, and it 
would be an interesting subject for fu- 
ture study to ascertain if the line of

erehce to certain decomposition prod- 
ucts of indigotin, e. g., aniline, which 
being also obtainable from coal tar, 
suggested to the mind of the chemist 
the probability of a close relationship 
existing between indigotin and some 
one or other of the coal-tar products. 
The lecturer proceeded to enumerate 
the various stages .f the early work of 
Prof, Baeyer of Munich, which culmi- 
nated in the discovery of artificial in- 
digo in 1870. It appears that Baeyer 
first attempted to reconvert the oxida- 
tion product, “isatin,” into indigotin, 
and thus discovered “oxindol” and “‘in- 
dol,’’ the former of which was ultimate- 
ly prepared from a coal-tar product 
and then converted into isatin, and 
finally into indigotin. Having already, 
in 1869, been enabled to prepare indol 
artificially (a product which he _ re- 
garded as the mother substance of in- 
digotin), by starting from the well- 
known substance, cinnamiec acid, Bae- 
yer succeeded in 1880 in preparing indi- 
gotin itself from the same source. This 
method was worked for some time on 
a commercial scale, the intermediate 
product, “‘propiolic acid,’’ being sup- 
plied to the calico printer, who con- 
verted it into indigo blue upon the 
fiber itself, This method of printing 
calico with artificial indigo was illus- 
trated experimentally. Henmann’s re- 
cent (1890) synthesis of indigotin from 
aniline and acetic acid was next re- 
ferred to, and also illustrated by ex- 
periment, the lecturer explaining that, 
although apparently so simple and di- 
rect, the process was not successful 
commercially, because the _ indigotin 
was in this case produced under condi- 
tions in which much of it was destroyed 
at the moment of formation, thus ren- 
dering the yield too small to be remu- 
nerative. Henmann’s synthesis of in- 
digo extract was also explained and 
demonstrated by experiment. After 
preparing some indigo according to 
Baeyer and Drewson’s 1882 synthesis, 


from ortho-nitro-benzaldehyde, aceione, 
and caustic soda, the lecturer referred 
to certain improvements effected by 
Eugen Fischer in 1888, and to the re- 
eent (1894) discovery by Messrs. Kalle 
& Co., that the intermediate ketone 
product forms a soluble compound with 
sodium-bisulphite, whereby its applica- 
tion in dyeing and printing is now ren- 
dered possible. An indigo blue print, 
according to Kalle’s method, was pro- 
duced before the audience. Attention 
was next directed to the existence of 
other blue dyestuffs, which although not 
indigo, nevertheless possess properties 
which render them valuable as substi- 
tutes for indigo for many purposes of 
and application of alizarin blue were 
first described; then followed similar 
references to alizarin green, alizarin 
indigo blue, and the more recently dis- 
covered alizarin Bordeaux, alizarin cy- 
anine, and anthracene blue. 

It was explained that the first two 
coloring matters were prepared by the 
action of strong fuming sulphurie acid 
upon alizarin-blue, and that the others 
were similarly prepared from alizarin, 
etc. It was pointed out that the method 
of applying these coloring matters dif- 
fers entirely from that employed for in- 
digo, it being necessary first to fix the 
mordant chromium upon the fiber, and 
then to apply the coloring matter in the 
dye bath, whereby the two combine 
chemically with each other to form 
an insoluble dark blue lake upon the 
fiber. The lecturer considered that for 
wool dyeing the above-mentioned dye- 
stuffs, or a judicious mixture of some 
of them, constituted very efficient in- 
digo substitutes indeed, and stated that 
they are already being largely employed 
by dyers. A brief reference was made 
to certain other substitutes for indigo 
and indigo extract, e. g., induline patent 
blue, ete., which, by reason of their em- 
ployment in wool dying, exercise some 
influence upon the consumption and de- 
mand for indigo, though perhaps in a 
minor degree. With respect to sub- 
stitutes for indigo in cotton dyeing and 
calico printing, the lecturer referred to 
indophenol blue, also to indorn blue, 
paraphenylene blue and other basic 
dyestuffs, which are fixed in cotton by 
means of the mordant tannic acid. In 
conclusion, Prof. Hummel referred to 
the fact that the German Government 
has recently sanctioned the use of cer- 
tain of the alizarin-blues for army and 
navy purposes, and a diagram was ex- 
hibited showing the action of light on 
both German and English Government 
biues. Other diagrams showed that 
while the total annual yield of indigo 
fluctuates more or less regularly, there 
has now been for many years a grad- 
ual decline in the price of indigo. The 
connection of this latter fact with the 
introduction of indigo substitutes was 
deemed probable, and after pointing out 
that considerable loss of indigo was 
incurred in the process of manufac- 
ture by reason of spurious and exces- 
sive fermentation, and from other pos- 
sibly avoidable causes, the indigo plant- 
er was strongly recommended to employ 
experts, well trained in chemistry and 
bacteriology, so tl.at this loss might pos- 
sibly be prevented and the whole in- 
dustry placed on a _ sound scientific 

| basis, for only in this way would it be 
possible to render low prices such as 
those now reigning sufficiently re- 
munerative.

| tile to call your attention. The prog- 
ress of scienc® gives us great resources, 
which have important effects upon our 
industries, not always at first sight 
beneficial, There was no industry more 
important to the prosperity of certain 
countries than the growth of madder. 
Large areas in France and Hojland, and 
large tracts opened in Turkey, were de- 
vcted to its cultivation; but the progress 
of chemistry showed that the red color- 
ing matter called alizarin could be pro- 
duced from coal tar, and the whole 
madder industvy was thereby  ultl- 
mately destroyed, as it was found 
cheaper to make the coloring principle 
of madder from coal tar than to con- 
tinue the cultivation of the madder 
plaut. The researches upon that most 
important coal tar derivative, aniline, 
were made in this country at the Royal 
College of Chemistry under the famous 
Dr. Hofmann. Mr. Perkin, in 1856, dis- 
covered the first coal] tar color, ang the 
whole industry originated in this coun- 
try with that discovery. The prosperity 
of our Indian Empire depends largely 
en the conditions of its indigo trade. 
Chemical research has now shown us 
that indigo may be manufactured arti- 
ficially, and the cultivation of natural 
indigo may die out, just as madder cul- 
; tivation did in the past. The only hope 
for the indigo trade of India is to carry 
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on the cultivation of the plant and ex- 
traction of the dye in a more scientific 
manner, and to engage the attention of 
trained scientists upon the various 
methods and processes necessary.—Brit- 
ish Trade Journal.

Petroleum as Fuel for the Navy. 


The naval engineers are greatly inter- 
ested in a report which was received at 
the Navy Department, Washington, 
last week, from the experts at the 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, regarding the 
use of liquid fuei in the service. There 
has been a board in session here for 
some months, pursuing this subject as 
their duties permitted. There are 
many calculations connected with the 
preparation of the report, and it has 
taken considerable time to compile 
data. 

The use of liquid fuel in the navy is 
believed to be not far distant. It will 
be presumably confined to torpedo 
boats, where the advantages appear to 
be the greater evaporative power of 
oil, which means more steam for the 
game weight of fuel; the weight of 
steam beng constant, a smaller expen- 
diture of fuel, and therefore a longer 
lasting supply, or, in other words, an 
increased radius of action for the boat; 
the complete combustion of the fuel, 
which leaves no residues to ibe looked 
out for in the shape of ashes, to be put 
overboard, tubes to be swept, and 
grates to be cleaned; the complete ab- 
sence of smoke, the ease and speed of 
fueling at sea, the reduction in num- 
ber and weight of firemen and their be- 
longings, and the less fatigue of those 
retained. 

The increase of the torpedo fleet of 
the navy by the ships now under con- 
struction and the thirteen boats for 
which contracts will soon be awarded 
make it advisable that the naval ex- 
perts should know everything necessa- 
ry about liquid fuel, The board at 
New York reports to the Navy Depart- 
ment that all the difficulties in the 
burning of oil for the purpose of gen- 
erating steam, have been surmounted, 
and it may safely be termed, mechan- 
ically speaking, a success. The board 
conducts some practical experiments 
tending te show the relative value of 
liquid fuel and coal. It is likely that 
there will be very little difference in 
the expense. That item does not con- 
cern the engineers so much as other 
features already mentioned. 


One of the subjects looked into by 
the iNew York board has been not only 
the method of burning the fuel, but 
the safety in stowage and use. Hav- 
ing ascertained the dangers which rest- 
ed in the particular combustibles sug- 
gested as Liquid fuel, it was no difficult 
matter to devise means of safety in 
confining and handling the material, 
and the experts are of the opinion that 
there ig no more danger with fuel oils 
than with any other explosive, whtn 
proper care and precautions are used. 
Naval discipline will probably insure 
the carrying out of these precaut.on- 
ary measures, and w.ll protect men 
and property from the explosions of 
oils, as they do now from the prema- 
ture discharge of gunpowder, dyna- 
mite, or other high explosives. 
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The Testing of Quinine Sulphate.

It is stated by the author that none of 
the tests usually employed for the de- 
tection of the commonly occurring 
cinchona alkyvloids in commercial 
quinine sulphate are satisfactory, more 
especially Kerner’s ammonia test as 
modified in the German Pharmaco- 
poeia (ili.), Schafer’s oxalate test, or 
De Vrij’s chromate test. Cinchonidine 
as now existing in quinine sulphate, 
prepared from cultivated cinchona 
bark, is said to give little or no reac- 
tion with Kerner’s original ammonia 
test. 

The author suggests two tests for the 
detection of the other cinchona alka- 
loids in quinine sulphate, one of which 
he calls the water test, and the other 
the carbon dioxide test. 


The water test depends on the fact 
that the sulphates of the cinchona 
alkaloids, other than quinine, are more 
soluble in water than quinine sulphate, 
whilst, on the other hand, their 
alkaloids are less soluble in water than 
quinine alkaloid, so that on setting free 
the base with an alkali from a water 
solution of a known weight of the 
sulphate the quantity of water neces- 
sary for the solution of the base is a 
measure of the purity of the quinine 
salt, 

The test is carried out in the follow- 
ing manner: 1.793 grammes of quin +. 


































sulphate, which have been dried at 40 
degrees to 50 degrees, and contain, 
therefore, 4.6 per cent., or two mole- 
cules of water of crystallization, or an 
equivalent amount of crystalline salt, 
are dissolved in 60 grammes of boiling 
the 


water contained in a tared flask, 
heating being continued for five min- 
utes. Water is then added from a 


burette, until the total weight amounts 
to 62 grammes. The contents of the 
flask are then cooled to 20 degrees, 
with frequent agitation, and allowed to 
stand for half an hour at 20 degrees C. 
It is then filtered through a dry filter, 
and to 5 C.c. of the filtrate exactly 
three drops of a 10 per cent. solution of 
pure. sodium carbonate are added. 
Water at 20 degrees C. is then run in 
from a burette until the opalescence 
caused by the suspended alkaloids has 
disappeared. Chemically pure quinine 
sulphate requires eaactly 10 C.c. 
distilled water at 20 degrees C. to cause 
the opalescence to disappear, With mix- 
tures of cinchonidine sulphate and 
quinine sulphate the following results 
were obtained:

cinchonidine sulphate there is a _ cor- 
responding increase ot U.4 C.c. of water 
required. 

Similar experiments carried out with 
nixtures of hydroquinine sulphate and 
quinine sulphate showed a rise of 0.6 
C.c, for every addition of 1 per cent, of 
hydroquinine sulphate; quinidine sul- 
phate gave an increase of 2.6 C.c.; 
cinchonine sulphate gave a rise only of 
0.7 C.c.; cinchonidine sulphate contain- 
ing 3 per cent. hydroquinine sulphate 
required an increase of U.4 C.c. for 1 
per cent. increase. An admixture with 
quinine sulphate of cinchonidine  sul- 
phate (containing 2% per cent. of quini- 
dine and cinchonine sulphates re- 
spectively, and SU per cent, hydro- 
quinine sulphate) required 0.75 C.c. 
more water than pure quinine sulphate 
for every addition of 1 per cent, of the 
impurity. Mixtures cuntaining varying 
amounts of three alkaloids other than 
quinine all showed more or less a con- 
cordant rise in the amount of water re- 
quired to dissolve the opalescence at 
first produced, It will be not‘ced that 
although quinidine alkaloid about 
equals cinchonidine in solubility in 
water, and is much less soluble than 
cinchonine, yet in the presence of qui- 
nine the mixed alkaloids required q far 
larger amount of water for solution 
than a mixture of auy of the other 
alkaloids. This is explained by the 
greater solubility in water of the double 
sulphate of quinine and quinidine, so 
that a larger precipitate is produced on 
the addition of the sodium carbonate, 
hence more water is required for solu- 
tion. 


As the variation in the number of 
cubic centimetres of water required in 
this test is dependent to a _ great ex- 
tent as to whether the impurity con- 
sists of alkaloids which deviate the ray 
of polarized light to the right or to the 
left, and on the proportion of such 
alkaloids in the admixture, the author 
considers that the maximum rise _ for 
each percentage of 1.apurity can be re- 
garded with certainty as amounting to 
1 C.c., and the minimum to, 0.7 C.e. 
above the normal 10 C.c, of water re- 
quired by pure qu.nine sulphate, It is, 
therefore, suggested that 12 C.c. be an 
Official figure for regulating the amount 
of impurity allowable in commercial 
quinine sulphate, whrch would allow ay 
impurity of about 3 per cent. of the 
other cinchona alkaloids. A sample of 
commercial sulphate of quinine  paes- 
ing the test of the German Pharmaco- 
poeia (ili.) required by the water test 
11.5 C.c., which corresponds to an im- 
purity of 114 to 2 per cent. 


The application of the water test for 
the quantitative determination of the 
amount of alkaloidal impurity in 
quinine sulphate is, however, as with 
the ammonia test, only possible within 
very narrow limits, and, therefore, is 
truly only a qualitative test. 


The author, however, believes he has 
found in the carbon dioxide test a 
method that will give directly the per- 
centage of impurity in commercial 
quinine sulphate, and by a combination 
of both tests it will be possible to ascer- 
tain the nature of the impurity. 
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cipitation after 30 minutes in samples 
of qninine sulphate containing more 
than 10 per cent. of other alkaloids. 


The following are amongst some of 
the many results obta‘ned with mix- 
tures of quinine sulphate and the 
sulphates of the other cinchona alka- 
loids. 

Pure quinine sulphate gives an 
amorphous precipitate measuring 1.4- 
1.5 C.c. 

Quinine sulphate containing 1 per cent. gul- 
phates of cinchonidine, 1.8-1.9 C. ¢c.; sulphates 
of quinine, 1.8 C. c.; sulphates of hydroqui- 
nine, 1.2-1.3 C. c.; sulphates of cinchonine, 1.8- 


2.1 C. ¢. 

Quinine sulphate containing 5 per cent. sul- 
phates of cinchonidine, 0.6 C. c.; sulphates of 
quinidine, trace; sulphates of hydroquinine, 
1.2-1-3 C, c.; sulphates of cinchonine, 1.0 C. c, 


Quinine sulphate containing 10 per cent. sul- 
phates of cinchonidine, trace; sulphates of 
quinidine, none; sulphates of hydroquinine, 
1.2-1-3 C. c.; sulphates of cinchonine, not given. 

The appearance of the precipitate is 
an indicat:on of the impurity in those 
cases where the volume of the precip- 
itate approaches the normal. 

Samples of commercial quinine 
su.phate, when examined by the water 
and carbon dioxide tests, gave the fol- 
lowing results: 

Sampie No, 1.—Water test, 10.5 C. c.; carbon 
dioxide test, 1.4-1.5 C. c., not granular; im- 
purity, 0.5 per cent. 

Sample No. 2.—Water test, none; carbon diox- 
ide test, 1.5-1-6 C, c.; impurity, none. 

Sample No. 3.—Water test, 15.0 C. c.; C&re 
bon dioxide test, trace; impurity, 7.0 per cent. 

Sample No. 4.—Water test, 18.5 C. c.; car- 
bon dioxide test, no precipitate; impurity, 12.0 
per cent. 

Sample No, 5.—Water test, 17.0 C. c.; car- 
bon dioxide test, more than traces; impurity, 
7.0 per cent., quinidine and cinchonine. 


Sample No. 6.—Water test, 16.5 C. c.; carbon 
dioxide test, traces; impurity, 9.0 per cent. 

According to these two methods of 
testing, chemically pure quinine sul- 
phate is to be regarded as such a prep- 
aration as to require 10 C.c. of water in 
the water test, and to give a volume of 
quinine carbonate amounting to 1.4 to 
1.5 C.c, in the carbon dioxide test. An 
impurity of 1 per cent. of other alka- 
loids requires 11 C.c. of water, and gives 
a precipitate of 1.8 to 2.0 C.c., of which 
only a part is granular; a 2 per cent. 
impurity requires not more than 12 C.c., 
and gives a granular precipitate of not 
less than 1.4 C.c.; 3, 4 and 5 per cent. 
impurity should not exceed 13, 14 and 
15 C.c. by the water test, and give not 
less than 1. C.c., 0.8 C.c., and 0.5 C.c. 
granular precipitate of carbonate.— 
Pharm, Zeit. fur Russland. 


The Carbon Dioxide Test.—When 
sodic carbonate is added to a solution 
of quinine sulphate, saturated at the 
ordinary temperature, the precipitated 
alkaloid is very easily soluble in sodic 
bicarbonate, and on passing a stream of 
earbonic dioxide into the solution the 
quinine separates as neutral carbonate 
in beautiful bunches of needles. Qui- 
nine carbonate is only very slightly 
soluble in water, effervesces with acids, | 
readily dissolves in alcohol, and is very 
slightly alkaline to litmus paper, In the 
presence of cinchonine, cinchonidine 
and quinidine, either singly or to- 
gether, the separation of the crystals 
is lessened and delayed, and if the 
amount of the other alkaloids exceed a 
certain limit, is prevented altogether, 
but hydroquinine scarcely exerts the 
same influence, 


The carbon dioxide test is carried out 
in the following manner: 5 C.c. of the 
saturated solution of the quinine | 
sulphate, prepared in the same way as 
in the water test, are precipitated with 
three drops of neutral sodic carbonate, 
and the precipitate dissolved by adding 
5 C.c. of sodic bicarbonate (free from 
carbonate). Carbon dioxide is then | 
passed through the solution in a stream | 
of about 80 to 100 bubbles per minute 
for thirty minutes at a temperature of 
15 degrees C., it being essential that the 
gas be free from atmospheric air before 
it is passed through the quinine solu- 
tion. The cylinder is then gently 
shaken until the volume of the super- 
natant liquid remains constant, which 
with a voluminous precipitate occupies 
thirty minutes or more. The contents 
of the cylinder are then placed in a 
measure graduated to 1-10th, or at 
least 1-5th C.c., and allowed to stand 
for from one to two hours until clear. 

With samples of quinine sulphate con- 
taining from 1 to 3 per cent. impurity, 
the liquid frequently requires to stand 
until next day, the separation being 
hastened by frequent agitation. 


During the passage of the carbonic 
anhydride the appearance of the 
separating precipitate gives an indica- 
tion of the purity of the salt. With 
pure quinine sulphate, the separating 
flocks are copious, and to the naked 
eye seem amorphous, although under 
the microscope they appear as beauti- 
ful bunches of needles; with an im- 
purity of 1 per cent. the precipitate 
is granular, and with 3 and 4 per cent. 
impurity the precipitate glistens by 
transmittent light. There is no pre-

African Kino. 


Prof. John M, Francis writes to the 
Bulletin of Pharmacy regarding ‘‘Varie- 
ties of Kino,” referring, in the course of 
his article to two specimens of African 
kino which he has examined, one from 
Pterocaropus erinaccus and the other 
from some unknown source, but prob- 
ably from West Africa. They were not 
the same. Prof. Francis appears to 
have studied well our recent articles on 
the subject, but he forms a distinctly 
adverse opinion of the African kinos, 
and scores a point by showing that 
tinctures made from both the samples 
commenced to gelatinise in a month 
and three weeks, respectively. His re- 
marks on gelatinisation are sufficiently 
interesting to quote: 


Taken any given number of samples of kino 
possessing a dissolving power of over 85 per 
cent, in alcohol and over 75 per cent. in water, 
and possessing all the physical properties of a 
prime-quality drug, when these are dissolved 
without heat in any highly alcoholic men- 
struum, even one which contains only a trace 
of water, in the proportion of 50 centigrammes 
to the cubic centimetre, fully one-third of the 
resulting fluids will gelatinise within three 
months from date of marufacture. It appears 
also that this tendency to gelatinisation is in 
direct proportion to the amount of drug in solu- 
tion. 


Prof. Francis maintains that the Af- 
rican kinos are not so rich in astring- 
ency as Indian and Australian kinos, 
which is quite contrary to our experi- 
ence, based upon examination of all 
samples available in London first 
hands.—Chemist and Druggist.

Scientific Chemists in Germany, 
(Continued from Sept. 14, page 24.) 


“While these practical exercises, 
which last for three or four half-yeéars, 
ure being carried out, the student com- 
pletes his knowledge of physics, mathe- 
matics and the other allied sciences by 
hearing lectures and working practic- 
ally in the physical and often also in 
some other laboratory. The exercises 
done, he goes to the professor and asks 
hirn for a ‘theme’ to begin his ‘work’— 
viz: his dissertation for the degree of 
Dr. Phil. This is the most important 
moment in his life as a student, for it 
generally determines the special line of 
his future career. The ‘theme’ is usual: 
ly taken from the particular brauch of 
the subject at which the professor him- 
self is working; but, as the scientific 
name and position of the professor de- 
pends, not only on his own work, but 
to a large extent on the work issuing 
from his laboratory, he is careful not 
to limit himself to too narrow a range 
of his science. 

“Of course, it is best of all if the stu- 
dent selects for himself a suitable 
‘theme,’ suggested to him by his lec- 
tures or practical work, or from private 
study of the literature of the science. 
But this seldom happens, for the young 
student is not yet able to discern the 
bearing of special questions, and lacks 
knowledge how to work them out. 
Sometimes (but not very often, indeed) 
he points out to his professor in a gen- 
eral way the kind of problems he would 
like to work at, and the professor sug- 
gests to him a special problem out of 
this range of subjects. During the 
working out of his chosen subject the 
student learns generally much more 
than he has heard at lectures. Every 
part of the investigation forces him to 
revise the scientific foundations of the 
operations he performs. During this 
time the incidental short lectures given 
by the professor on his daily round 
from one to another of the advanced 
students are most effective in deepen- 
ing and strengthening the student's 
knowledge. As these explanatory re- 
marks are generally heard not only by 
the student whose work has caused 
them, but also by a number of fellow 
students working near, a fairly wide 
range of scientific questions are dealt 
with in their hearing. Often’ these 
small lectures develop themselves 
into discussions, and, as for myself, I 
judge from the frequency of such dis- 
cussions between the students whether 
the session will turn out a good one or 
not. If the professor thinks the work 
sufficiently complete to be used as a 
dissertation, the student proceeds to 
the close of his studies. He prepares 
himself for the examination, which is 
conducted by the very professors whose 
lectures he has heard, and in whose la- 
boratories he has worked. This ex- 
amination varies somewhat in different 
universities, but in no case is it either 
very long or extensive; indeed, it 
is not considered as very important. 
For we are all aware what an uncertain 
means of dertermining a man’s knowl- 
edge and capabilities an examination 
is, and how much its issue depends 
upon accidental circumstances. Part 
of this uncertainty is removed by the 
fact that the professor and the pupil 
know each other, are acquainted with 
one another’s modes of expression and 
scientific views. The main purpose of 
the examination is to induce the student 
to widen his knowledge to a greater 
extent than is covered by the subject 
of his dissertation; but, indeed, it hap- 
pens very seldom that a student whose 
work is considered sufficient does not 
pass the examination. 

‘“‘We have no great fear that this sys- 
tem may induce a professor to treat 
his own pupils in too lenient a way, and 
so lower the standard of the Doctor’s 
degree. There was a time when such 
abuses used to occur, but there very 
soon arose such public indignation that 
the abuses ceased to occur. Even at 
the present day similar instances oc- 
casionally occur, but, as before re- 
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marked, the position of.a professor de- 
pends in such a degree upon the value 
of the dissertations worked out under 
his supervision, that such deviations 
from the right way correct themselves 
in the course of time. The most. ef- 
fective instrument for that purpose is 
the publication of all dissertations ana 
the consequent public control over 
them; for this reason publication is,.i 


; believe, compulsorily prescribed in all 


German universities, 

“When the student ‘has finighed his 
course he is still entirely free to choose 
between a scientific and a technical ca- 
reer, This is a very important point in 
our educational system; it is made pos- 
sible by the circumstance that the oc- 
cupation of a technical chemist in 
works is very often almost as scientific 


in its character as in a_ yni- 
versity laboratory, This is connected 
with a remarkable feature jin the 


development of technical chemistry in 
Germany—the very point upon which 
the important position of chemical 
manufacture in this country depends. 
The organization of the power of in- 
vention in manufactures and on a large 
scale is, as far as I know, unique in the 
world’s history, and it is the very mar- 
row of our splendid development. Each 
large work has the greater part of its 
scientific staff—and there are often 
more than 100 doctores phil. in a single 
manufactory—occupied, not in the man- 
agement of the manufacture, but in 
making inventions. The research 
laboratory in such a work is only dif- 
ferent from one in a university by its 
being more splendidly and sumptuously 
fitted than the latter. I have heard 
from the business managers of such 
works that they have not unfrequently 
men who have worked for four years 
without practical success; but if they 
know them to possess ability they keep 
them, notwithstanding, and in most 
cases with ultimate success sufficient 
to pay the expenses of the former re- 
sultless years, 

“It seems to me a point of the great- 
est importance that the conviction of 
the practical usefulness of a theoretical 
or purely scientific training is fully un- 
derstood in Germany by the leaders of 
great manufactories. When, some 
years ago, I had occasion to preside at 
a meeting, consisting of about’ two- 
thirds practical men and _ one-third 
teachers, I was much surprised to ob- 
serve the unhesitating belief of the 
former in the usefulness of entirely 
theoretical investigations. And I know 
a case where, quite recently, an ‘extra- 
ordinary’ professor of a university hag 
been offered a very large salary to in- 
duce him to enter a works, only for the 
purpose of undertaking researches re- 
garding the practical use of some scien- 
tific methods which he had been work- 
ing at with considerable success, No 
special instructions are given to him, 
for it is taken for granted that he him- 
self will find the most promising meth- 
ods; only, in order to increase his in- 
terest in the busiaess, part of his re- 
muneration has been made proportional 
to the commercial success of his future 
inventions. From this clear under- 
standing of the commercial importance 
of science by the directors of industrial 
establishments there science itself gains 
another advantage. A scientific man 
can be almost aure, if he wants in his 
investigations the help of such techni- 
cal means as only great works can 
afford, that he will get such assistance 
at once on application to any work; 
and the scientific papers of German 
chemists very often contain acknowl- 
edgments, with due thanks, of consider- 
able help they have thus obtained. 

“Besides these advantages for the 
development of scientific and technical 
chemistry in Germany, there exists an- 
other very important factor—practi- 
cal assistance from the Government. 
Universities are, in Germany, affairs of 
the State, not of the Empire, and in no 
other point has the division of the 
Fatherland into many smaller countries 
proved itself to such a degree a boon 
and a blessing. The essential character 
of the German universities, the freedom 
conferred by the independence of the 
numerous universities, is never lost. 
There have been hard times occasion- 
ally for the universities of one coun- 
try or another, but some universities 
were always to be found where even 
in times of hard oppression liberty of 
teaching and learning remained com- 
plete and unaffected, and the spirit of 
pure unalloyed scientific research was 
preserved and encouraged. So this pal- 
ladium of intellectual freedom has never 
been lost; and it regained the former 
influence as soon as the casual oppres- 
sion ceased. In our days there is among 
all the separate State Governments in 
Germany a clear conviction of the im-

portance of practical support being 
given to pure scientific research. To 
take one instance—in order to facilitate 
teaching and research in electro-chem- 
istry (a recently developed branch of 
science), a suggestion by some leading 
practical scientific men to the members 
of the Government was sufficient. Upon 
such a suggestion a considerable sum 
of money was spent first by the Prus- 
sian Government for the endowment of 
electro-chemical chairs and laboratories 
in the three ‘polytechnic’ colleges of 
that country; a short time afterward it 
was resolved to erect at one of the 
universities (Gottingen) an institute for 
physical chemistry, and especially elec- 
tro-chemistry, in the shape of a build- 
ing which has just been completed. At 
the same time sther German countries 
have begun to grant to their universi- 
ties and technical colleges considerable 
sums of money for similar purposes— 
e. g., the Saxon Landtag alone has 
unanimously voted half a million marks 
(£25,000) for the erection of a splendid 
laboratory for physical chemistry at 
Leipzig. 

“You will excuse my boasting about 
our German management of this most 
important question of scientific educa- 
tion. It is no blind admiration without 
criticism, for I know by practical ex- 
perience the management in other coun- 
tries, and I can compare them, And it 
is only for the sake of science itself that 
I write these lines. If they should help 
the spread of the conviction of the in- 
comparable practical usefulness of 
every support given to pure science, to- 
gether with the recognition of the fact 


that the latter can only grow in an at- 
mosphere of liberty and confidence, I 


| should regard it as tending toward the 


progress of science itself, and destined 
to exercise such an influence on sci- 
entific progress as may be compared 
with the discovery of the most remark- 
able scientific fact.”

Yield of Alcohol and Acid in Differen 
Woods. 

Two series of experiments were car- 

ried out by E. Barillot—one in the 


laboratory and the other on a manu- 
facturing scale. For the laboratory ex- 


cb. m. were used, which were connected 


| with a condenser, and the liquid por- 


tions, pyroligneous acid and tar, were 
collected in a tared receiver. The gase- 
ous products, by means of an exhauster, 
were conducted through a _ scrubber 
charged with coke, where ‘the ascend- 
ing gases met a fine spray of descending 
cold water. The greater part of the 
acid, alcohol and acetone which escaped 
condensation was here absorbed. The 
liquid from the scrubber was then col- 
lected for anaylsis, so as to determine 
the proportion of useful products lost in 
actual manufacture. 


The method of analysis was as fol- 
lows: After saturating the acid with 
milk of lime, the alcohol was distilled 
off according to the directions of Gay- 
Lussac—that is, until 50 per cent. of 
the original yolume had passed over. 
But, in order to recover aJl the alco- 
hol present in the crude liquor, the resi- 
due, after having been slightly acidified 
with sulphuric acid, was submitted to a 
further distillation until] another 50 per 
cent. passed over. The distillate was 
purified by fractional distillation over 
an excess of lime until a clear spirit 
of 96 degrees—98 degrees (alcoholo- 
metric degrees) was obtained. This 
crude alcohol still contained the ethers 
and acetones produced from the wood, 
but are included in and returned as 
methyl alcohol in the first table, page 
347. 

The acid was titrated with normal 
soda, using phenolphthalein; and 
though there are other acids present in 
the crude liquor, they are here, for pur- 
poses of comparison, all included as 
acetic acid, and in the table following 
as calcium acetate. All the quantities 
given represent the yield from 100 kilos. 
of wood, and must be regarded as maxi- 
ma, aS they were obtained by slow and 
very regular distillation. The results 
demonstrate that for the production of 
alcohol, mixtures of barked beech and 
elm are to be preferred to either round 
or split cordwood, and the latter to 
split beech. For the production of char- 
coal white woods should be rejected. 

In the experiments on the large scale 
the same methods were employed ag 
those used in the laboratory experi« 
ments.
